Pharmaceutical  Society 

REGISTRAR'S  REPORT  FOR  1960 

THE  report  of  the  registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  1960  issued 
recently  shows  that  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  and  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  1956,  it  was 
necessary  to  institute  court  proceedings 
in  forty-six  cases.  There  were  ten  cases 
involving  pharmacists.  Five  of  them  con- 
cerned sales  not  under  qualified  super- 
vision; four  were  illegal  sales,  "  not  on 
prescription,"  and  one  was  an  illegal 
sale,  "  not  in  accordance  with  Poisons 
Rules,  1960."  There  was  also  one  case 
involving  a  corporate  body  where  sales 
were  not  under  qualified  supervision. 
Unqualified  traders  figured  in  24  cases, 
and  corporate  bodies  not  authorised 
sellers  of  poisons  in  nine.  Figures  given 
in  the  report  (those  for  1960  are  shown 
in  parentheses)  include: — Registered 
pharmaceutical  chemists  28,575  (28,156) 
of  whom  2,090  (2.103)  were  Fellows  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society;  superinten- 


dents to  bodies  corporate  3,900  (3,796); 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons  14,750 
(14,860);  branch  shops  registered  4,084 
(4,152);  authorised  sellers  visited  by 
Society's  inspectors  12,913  (14,398); 
listed  sellers  visited  916  (1,506);  students 
registered  454  (359). 

Essex  Warehouse  Fire 

TWO  COMPANIES'  STOCKS  LOST 

A  FIRE  at  the  Chadwell  Heath,  Essex, 
premises  of  Baird  &  Tatlock  (London), 
Ltd.,  and  Hopkin  &  Williams,  Ltd.,  on 
June  15  destroyed  the  entire  stock  of 
both  companies.  The  adjoining  labora- 
tory divisions  were  only  slightly  dam- 
aged, and  the  office  block  was  un- 
touched. Fortunately  all  goods  packed 
for  export  have  for  some  time  been 
stored  in  additional  premises  at  Bark- 
ing, so  that  shipping  orders  are  being 
met  as  usual.  The  companies'  chemical 
plant  and  scientific  instrument  works 


are  working  to  full  capacity  to  build 
up  new  stocks,  and  it  is  hoped  deliveries 
will  recommence  within  2-3  weeks. 
Meanwhile  customers  in  the  Glasgow 
and  Manchester  areas  are  advised  to 
send  their  orders  to  those  branch 
offices. 

Aromatic  Fluorocarbons 

A  NEW  LINE  OF  RESEARCH 

THE  Department  of  Scientific  and  In- 
dustrial Research  has  approved  a  grant 
of  £42,000  to  Birmingham  University 
for  setting  up  plant  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  experimental  quantities  of  aro- 
matic fluorocarbons.  The  project  is 
mentioned  in  the  report  for  1961  of 
the  Department's  research  council 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  4s.). 
Although  many  aliphatic  fluoro-com- 
pounds  have  proved  of  considerable 
commercial  importance  as  aerosol  pro- 
pellants,  surface  active  agents,  anaesthe- 
tics, insecticides,  etc.,  only  recently 
have  methods  been  discovered  for  con- 
verting aliphatic  cyclic  derivatives  into 
aromatic  ones.  Work  at  Birmingham 
on  their  synthesis  and  properties  has 
now  reached  the  stage  where  almost 
any  hydrocarbon  can  be  modelled  by 
the  corresponding  fluorocarbon.  The 
research  grant  has  been  made  on  the 
basis  that  such  syntheses  open  up  an 
entirely  new  field  of  study,  which  might

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lead  to  a  number  of  compounds  of 
commercial  value.  Although  their 
small-scale  preparation  would  not,  at 
present,  be  a  commercial  proposition, 
the  immediate  need  is  for  sufficient 
quantities  of  the  various  compounds  to 
permit  extended  evaluation  of  their 
properties.  Investigations  are  now  in 
progress  into  the  fundamental  chemis- 
try of  perfluorobenzene,  perfluorotolu- 
ene,  perfluoronaphthalene,  the  per- 
fluoroxylenes  and  various  phenols,  ani- 
lines and  acids  derived  from  them.  The 
university  intends  to  provide  small 
amounts  of  the  basic  raw  materials  to 
interested  bodies  (Government  labora- 
tories, industrial  companies,  university 
departments)  for  research  purposes. 
The  Imperial  Smelting  Corporation, 
Ltd.,  manufacturers  of  fluorine  com- 
pounds, are  collaborating  in  the  pre- 
paration of  the  new  compounds  and 
have  already  made  available  quantities 
of  hexafluorobenzene. 

Synthetic  Detergents 

"  SOFTER  "  MATERIALS  RECOMMENDED 

THE  Standing  Technical  Committee  on 
Synthetic  Detergents  has  published  its 
fifth  progress  report  (H.M.  Stationery 
office,  price  one  shilling).  The  report 
records  variations  in  concentration  of 
surface-active  agents  in  sewage  works, 
effluents  and  rivers  in  South-east  Eng- 
land. The  belief  was  that  the  concentra- 
tion had  been  least  where  the  propor- 
tion of  "  softer  material  "  in  the  total 
detergent  distributed  in  the  area  had 
been  greatest.  The  trials  of  a  new  deter- 
gent based  on  the  biologically  softer- 
acting  material  Dobane  J.W.  sulphonate 
(Shell  Chemicals,  Ltd.),  tested  at  Luton, 
represented  an  improvement,  but  were 
not  a  complete  answer,  though  the 
Committee  recommends  extension  of 
the  use  of  the  "  softer  "  material  to  the 
maximum  capacity  of  the  industry.  Re- 
search by  the  industry  is  stated  to  have 
raised  hopes  that  still  "  softer  "  deter- 
gents will  become  commercially  avail- 
able within  the  next  two  or  three  years. 
An  attempt  is  being  made  to  devise  a 
simple  test  affording  some  assessment 
of  the  biological  "  degreasability "  of 
surface-active  agents  of  all  types.  The 
United  Kingdom  consumption  of  sur- 
face-active materials  had  risen  from 
13,000  tons  in  1949  to  51,200  tons  in 
1961,  of  which  43,700  tons  were  used 
domestically  and  the  remainder  in 
industry. 

N.H.S.  Dentists 

SCALE  OF  FEES  CUT 

THE  Minister  of  Health  is  to  introduce 
a  new  fee  scale  for  dental  treatment 
on  July  2.  The  scale  has  been  recom- 
mended by  the  Dental  Rates  Study 
Group  that  found  that  after  allowing 
for  practice  expenses  of  53-3  per  cent, 
of  gross  earnings  the  average  annual 
net  income  from  general  dental  services 
received  in  the  last  three  years  by  all 
dentists  practising  as  principals  (includ- 
ing those  working  only  part-time) 
was:— 1959,  £2,495;  1960,  £2,635;  1961, 
£2,745;  The  Group  estimated  that  if 
the  new  scale  of  fees  had  been  in  force 
throughout  1961  the  gross  amount  pay- 
able to  dentists  in  that  year  would  have 
been  nearly  6  per  cent,  lower. 


Hair  Preparations 

ALMOST  A  €7  MILLIONS  MARKET 

EXPENDITURE  on  home  "perms," 
hair  sprays,  hair  dressings  and  colorants 
now  amounts  to  £6-7  millions  a  year 
according  to  a  special  report  in  the  bul- 
letin, Retail  Business,  for  May,  recently 
published  by  the  Economist  Intelligence 
Unit.  Reviewing  the  prospects  for  the 
market,  the  report  states  that  spending 
on  hair  preparations  seems  certain  to 
grow  as  both  incomes  and  the  female 
population  increase.  There  should  thus 
be  considerable  scope  for  increasing 
sales  over  the  next  few  years,  particu- 
larly amongst  '  emergent  teenagers," 
and  for  some  products  more  than  for 
others.  Aerosol  spray  preparations  are 
considered  to  have  the  most  promising 
growth  prospects  and  hair  colorants  are 
not  expected  to  show  a  similar  expan- 
sion in  demand.  The  pharmacy  "  is  the 
main  place  of  purchase,  accounting  for 
perhaps  70  per  cent,  of  the  trade,  of 
which  Boots  has  a  sizeable  proportion." 
The  now  familiar  warning  is  added  that 
there  is  a  growing  trend  to  sell  such 
products  in  supermarkets  and  self-ser- 
vice stores,  "  and  their  share  of  the 
trade  can  be  expected  to  grow  largely 
at  the  expense  of  the  chemists."  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  introduction  of 
"  beauty  bars  "  in  several  supermarkets. 

A  Party  at  a  Pharmacy 

CHILDREN  FETE  A  POODLE'S  BIRTHDAY 

FOR  throwing  a  party,  one  excuse  is 
probably  as  good  as  another,  and  when 
the  poodle  of  Mrs.  I.  M.  Evans,  M.P.S., 
Trundleys  Road,  London,  S.E.8,  was 
nearing  its  first  birthday  Mrs.  Evans 
decided  to  send  out  invitations  to  about 
200  Deptford  children  to  celebrate  the 
event.  A  list  of  local  ten-year-olds-and- 
under  was  compiled  street  by  street  and 
100  cards  were  delivered,  some  bearing 
as  many  as  six  names.  To  make  sure 
that  no  child  had  been  missed  a  general 
invitation  was  displayed  in  the  phar- 
macy window.  On  the  day  they  duly 
turned  up,  punctually  or  sooner,  some 
bringing  birthday  cards,  others  with 
gifts  ranging  from  bones  to  a  dog  col- 
lar that  would  fit  an  Alsatian!  The 
guests  were  regaled  with  soft  drinks, 
fancy  cakes  and  jellies,  and  afterwards 
gave  pennies  for  stray  and  unwanted 
dogs,  over  £2  being  sent  as  a  result 
to  a  dogs'  home  in  Essex. 

An  Inventions  Trust 

FOR  DEVELOPING  MEDICAL  AIDS 

A  MEDICAL  Engineering  Develop- 
ment Trust "  was  launched  in  London 
on  June  6  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  Patrick  de  Lazlo.  Non-profit-mak- 
ing, and  maintained  entirely  by  volun- 
tary contributions,  the  Trust  functions 
to  promote  and  develop  individuals' 
ideas  and  inventions  to  a  stage  at  which 
they  become  of  commercial  value.  Its 
formation  was  prompted  by  the  success 
of  a  number  of  inventions  by  the  pre- 
sent director  (Mr.  J.  Bunyan).  Among 
those  was  the  oiled  silk  envelope  for 
irrigating  wounds  with  sodium  hypo- 
chlorite solution,  a  surgical  dressing 
slotted  to  permit  exudation  of  blood 
and  purulent  matter,  and  apparatus  for 
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packing  tins  of  surgical  glove  powder 
in  a  hospital  pharmacy  department. 

Trade  Effluent 

REVISED  BOOKLET  BY  F.B.I. 

BECAUSE  of  the  increasing  legislation 
on  effluent  disposal,  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries  has  published  a  much 
revised  edition  of  its  1954  publication 
"  Disposal  of  Trade  Effluent  in  England 
and  Wales."  The  handbook,  obtainable 
from  the  F.B.I.,  21  Tothill  Street,  Lon- 
don, S.W.I,  price  10s.,  outlines  in  fairly 
non-technical  language  the  main  re- 
quirements of  the  general  legislation  on 
effluent  disposal,  covering  the  Common 
Law  position  and  Statutory  provisions.

Dental  Health 

EDINBURGH'S  "  TOOTH-BRUSH  "  DRIVE 

CHEMISTS  have  reported  increases  up 
to  12|  per  cent,  in  tooth-paste  sales  and 
increases  of  10  per  cent,  in  the  sale  of 
tooth-brushes  as  a  result  of  the  dental 
campaign  among  school  children  in 
South-east  Scotland  (C.  &  D.,  December 
2.  1961,  p.  597).  A  further  step  was  re- 
cently taken  by  the  Health  Committee 
of  Edinburgh  Town  Council,  which  has 
decided  to  send  a  free  tooth-brush  and 
a  birthday  card  to  10,000  Edinburgh  in- 
fants on  their  second  birthday.  The 
move  was  opposed,  however,  by  Bailie 
G.  Hedderwick,  M.P.S.  (a  member  of 
Committee),  who  believed  "  It  would  be 
far  better  if  we  asked  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  to  take  purchase  tax  off 
tooth-paste."  "  Our  dental  campaign," 
he  added,  "  is  one  we  are  very  proud 
of,  but  I  feel  it  should  be  left  to  the 
parents  to  teach  their  children  to  take 
care  of  their  teeth."  The  scheme  is  to 
cost  £450  a  year. 

Fleming  Fund 

SCOTLAND'S  DUAL  ACHIEVEMENT 

SCOTLAND  is  the  first  country  to 
reach  its  target  figure  (£100,000)  for  the 
Fleming  Memorial  fund,  and  has  given 
more  in  proportion  to  its  population 
than  any  other  country  to  date.  The 
amount  received  stands  at  £97,058,  and 
an  anonymous  donor  has  agreed  to 
make  up  the  balance.

Clonmel  Pharmacists 

TRIBUTES  AT  ANNUAL  DINNER 

SPEAKING  at  the  recent  annual  dinner 
of  Clonmel  Pharmacists'  Association, 
the  Tipperary  Assistant  County  Mana- 
ger (Mr.  P.  de  Buitleir)  paid  tribute  to 
the  public  service  rendered  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  (Mr.  F.  Loughman)  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Tipperary  (South  Riding) 
County  Council,  during  the  years.  Mr. 
de  Buitleir  believed  that  the  services 
rendered  to  the  public  by  members  of 
the  Society  were  not  fully  appreciated, 
and  suggested  that  something  might  be 
done  to  improve  the  public  "  image  "  in 
that  respect.  He  quoted  the  following 
extract  from  a  recent  article  in  the  Irish 
Press :  — 

It  is  surely  elementary  to  realise 
that  the  person  who  reads  and  dispenses 
a  doctor's  prescription  is  undertaking  a 
very  serious  and  responsible  job  ...  the 
next  time  you  pay  a  few  shillings  for  a 
prescription  think  of  the  research,  time, 
and  brains  which  have  gone  into  the  tab- 
let; think  of  the  years  of  expensive 
training  your  chemist  had  to  undergo 
before  the  State  allowed  him  to  under- 
take his  responsible  task." 

NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

On  May  15  the  retail  price  index  was 
120-1  as  compared  with  119-7  in  April 
(January  1956  =  100). 

The  weight  limit  for  air  and  surface 
parcels  to  South  Africa  from  Britain 
has  been  increased  from  1 1  lb.  to  22  lb. 
The  increased  weight  limit  will  not 
apply  to  South  West  Africa,  Basuto- 
land,  Bechuanaland  and  Swaziland.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Outmoded 

There  are  occasions — arising  with  ever-increasing  frequency — on  which 
it  is  forcibly  brought  home  to  me  that  I  have  lived  too  long.  My  hatter 
gives  me  a  look  in  which  may  be  detected  a  mixture  of  incredulity  and 
veneration.  Here,  he  seems  to  say,  is  an  anachronism  who,  in  this  year  of 
grace,  continues  to  wear  headgear  that  lost  favour  about  thirty  years  ago. 
Why  can't  he  go  to  the  city,  his  expression  goes  on  to  convey,  wearing  a 
Swiss  Tyrolean  yodel  model  like  the  others?  That  sort  of  thing  I  have  been 
able  to  accept  with  some  degree  of  resignation,  but  when  one  finds  that 
the  English  language — a  living  language,  plastic,  adaptable  and  ever- 
growing— has  developed  beyond  the  comprehension  of  one  who  has  not 
kept  pace  with  the  times,  that  is  surely  a  signal  to  be  heeded.  My  short- 
comings were  brought  brutally  to  light  recently  when  I  opened  my  morn- 
ing mail  and  read :  "  Three  special  consumer  offers  are  currently  being 
made  available  in  limited  quantities  to  all  franchise  accounts  for  January 
sell-in.  Unfortunately,  these  three  special  offers  are  in  danger  of  being 
sold  out  before  our  sales  representative  can  basically  call  on  each  and 
every  franchise  account."  Because  of  those  circumstances,  whatever  they 
were,  I  was  being  invited  to  fill  up  an  order  form.  It  happened  that  I  was 
lucky,  for  I  had  a  personal  basic  call,  a  few  days  later,  from  one  of  the 
representatives.  He  happens  to  be  an  approachable  chap,  so  I  produced 
the  letter  and  asked  if  he  would  be  so  kind  as  enlighten  me  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  sentences  quoted  above.  "  Certainly,"  he  said,  "  It's  quite 
simple.  These  three  consumer  offers  are  currently  being  made  available  in 
limited  quantities  to  all  franchise  accounts  for  January  sell-in.  Unfortu- 
nately, these  three  special  offers  are  in  danger  of  being  sold  out  before  our 
sales  representative  can  basically  call  on  each  and  every  franchise 
account."  I  thanked  him  for  his  courtesy  and  for  his  help. 

Help  and  courtesy 

Indeed  there  is  no  denying  the  help  and  courtesy  of  the  representative 
of  today,  even  if  he  appears  to  lack  the  character  and  individuality  of  his 
ancestors.  Invariably  smartly  dressed,  he  is  almost  indistinguishable  from 
a  doctor,  a  matinee  idol  or  a  cabinet  minister.  He  does  not  even  pose  the 
special  problem  for  his  hatter  that  I,  for  example,  do,  for  he  seldom 
wears  a  hat,  leaping  nimbly  from  the  comfort  of  a  heated  car  and  enter- 
ing briskly  with  a  smart  "  zipper  "  under  his  arm.  How  different  from  the 
manufacturer's  representative  of  my  youth.  I  can  recall  only  one  who 
appeared  without  a  hat,  and  that  on  only  one  occasion — a  day  of  mad 
March  winds  that  had  sportively  removed  his  "  topper "  and  rendered 
him  more  informally  dressed  than  left  him  fully  at  ease.  But  he  also  had 
a  courtesy  and  kindliness  (and,  be  it  whispered,  an  eye  to  the  future)  for 
he  called  on  pharmacies  where  there  were  apprentices,  and  had  the  good 
sense  to  know  that  those  callow  youths  would  qualify  and  own  their  own 
pharmacies  some  day,  and  that  therefore  any  little  passing  recognition  of 
the  most  junior  of  beginners  was  not  necessarily  a  waste  of  time.  Perhaps 
that  tribute  fails  in  full  justice  to  the  memory  of  a  race  that  radiated 
bonhomie  and  whose  clansmen  expressed  good-fellowship  simply  because 
they  were  good  fellows  and  liked  doing  so. 

Changing  times 

It  seems,  in  contemplation,  that  while  the  life  of  the  earlier  representa- 
tive was  a  hard  one — and  it  was  hard,  with  its  walking  from  one  call  to 
another,  and  its  long  waits  at  railway  junctions — it  held  compensations. 
If,  for  example,  our  early  representative  set  out  to  represent  Boswell  & 
Johnson,  he  had  the  secure  feeling  that  Boswell  &  Johnson  would  be  his 
employer  tomorrow,  and  next  week,  next  month  and  next  year;  and  that 
if  there  were  any  problems  he  could  have  the  personal  ear  of  either  or 
both  of  Mr.  James  or  Mr.  Samuel  at  the  weekend.  The  representative's 
present-day  successor,  on  the  other  hand,  seldom  has  to  walk  twenty  yards, 
is  responsible  to  a  sales  manager  who  may  be  a  different  man  next  week, 
and  may  be  taken  over  by  some  other  concern  whose  interests  comprise 
bicycles,  wool,  shipbreaking,  coconuts,  china  and  ale. 
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The  Common  Market 

SOUTH-EASTERN  PHARMACISTS  DISCUSS  ITS  IMPLICATIONS 


THAT  both  speakers  at  a  meeting  on 
"  The  Common  Market "  organised  by 
the  South-eastern  Federation  of  Phar- 
macists and  held  at  Lewes  on  June  7 
bad  done  their  homework  with  great 
thoroughness  was  at  once  evident.  Mr. 
A.  G.  Mervyn  Madge  brought  an  array 
of  charts,  diagrams  and  tables  he  had 
drawn  out  on  large  sheets  for  all  to 
see,  and  the  literature  on  the  subject 
set  out  on  a  table  by  Mr.  J.  M.  KiRK- 
ness  would  almost  have  stocked  a 
bookstall. 

Gingering-up  the  Society 

Mr.  Madge  explained  that  his  desire 
was  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  possible 
problems  that  lay  ahead  and  to  shake 
up  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  into  do- 
ing something  about  it.  "  Our  medical 
colleagues  and  our  veterinary  colleagues 
have  already  done  an  appraisal  of  the 
situation,  and  it  is  time  we  did  likewise 
on  such  vital  issues." 

The  Common  Market  (or  European 
Economic  Community)  was  a  revolu- 
tion in  British  thought,  outlook,  policy 
and  practice.  The  Dominions  were  de- 
veloping, fostering  and  sheltering  their 
own  industries.  Britain  was  finding  it 
harder  to  export  to  the  Commonwealth 
and  of  benefit  to  increase  her  trade  with 
E.E.C.  The  1939-45  war  had  brought 
a  realisation  in  Europe  that  European 
States  individually  were  not  of  sufficient 
size  to  make  the  most  of  their  resources 
whether  from  an  economic  or  from  a 
military  point  of  view.  Then  had  come 
a  divergence  of  opinions.  The  "  six " 
wished  to  break  away  from  the  old  idea 
of  inter-government  co-operation  and  to 
introduce  supranational  powers.  The 
others  still  desired  negotiations  between 
government  and  government.  Eventu- 
ally an  organisation  had  been  set  up 
under  the  Treaty  of  Rome  in  March 
1957  (in  force  from  January  1,  1958) 
to  abolish  tariffs  between  the  six  coun- 
tries by  1970  if  possible  and  not  later 
than  1973,  and  "to  achieve  a  United 
Europe  through  the  development  of 
common  institutions,  the  progressive 
amalgamation  of  national  economics, 
the  creation  of  a  Common  Market  and 
the  gradual  harmonisation  of  their 
social  policies."  A  British  representative 
had  attended  until  December  1955. 
Tariffs  were  to  be  reduced  in  three  four- 
year  periods.  The  decision  to  proceed 
to  the  second  four-year  and  subsequent 
terms  must  be  by  unanimous  decision, 
but  could  be  delayed  by  more  than 
two  years  or  the  whole  period  extended 
beyond  fifteen  years.  By  1961,  internal 
tariffs  had  been  cut  to  30  per  cent,  be- 
low 1957  level  and  at  the  end  of  1962 
would  be  cut  probably  by  another  20 
per  cent. 

The  permanent  executive  body  was 
the  Commission,  which  administered 
the  Treaty.  Its  nine  members  (includ- 
ing a  president  and  three  vice-presi- 
dents) were  chosen  by  common  con- 
sent of  the  member  governments. 
Office  was  held  for  four  years.  The 
Commission  was  assisted  by  a  staff  of 
officials,  who  were  independent  of  their 
own  governments  and  hence  European 


in  outlook.  A  Court  of  Justice  enforced 
law  throughout  the  community  and  was 
charged  with  interpreting  and  applying 
the  Treaty.  An  advisory  Economic  and 
Social  Committee  comprised  101  mem- 
bers representing  employers,  workers 
and  specialised  interests  such  as  agri- 
culture, crafts  and  the  liberal  profes- 
sions. 

To  pharmacists  the  question  arose: 
Will  there  be  reciprocity  of  qualifica- 
tions ?  The  idea  behind  the  E.E.C.  in 
all  its  spheres  of  activity  was  "  har- 
monisation "  and  the  inference  was  that 
eventually  there  would  be  reciprocity. 
Decisions  must  in  the  first  stage  be 
unanimous  and  subsequently  by  a  quali- 
fied majority  ("  in  the  case  of  medical, 
para  medical  and  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fessions the  progressive  removal  of  re- 
strictions shall  be  subject  to  the  co- 
ordination of  conditions  for  their 
exercise  in  the  various  member  States"). 
Mr.  Madge  thought  that  in  the  long 
run  reciprocity  was  going  to  do  good  to 
British  pharmacy.  What  worried  him 
was  the  question  who  would  represent 
pharmacists  at  the  Council  of  Ministers 
when  pharmaceutical  matters  were  dis- 
cussed ? 

Movement  of  Labour  and  Capital 

Article  48  laid  down  that  the  free 
movement  of  workers  must  be  achieved 
by  the  end  of  the  transition  period,  and 
any  discrimination  based  on  nationality 
abolished.  The  right  of  free  movement 
was  defined  as  the  right  on  the  part  of 
a  person  to  accept  offers  of  employment 
actually  made,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
move  freely  within  the  community  of 
member  States.  The  right  was  given  to 
accept  offers  of  work,  but  it  did  not 
give  unemployed  or  surplus  workers  the 
right  to  move  to  other  countries  with- 
out work  being  available  to  them.  An 
invasion  of  E.E.C.  pharmacists  into 
Britain  after  1967  appeared  unlikely. 
There  was  the  language  barrier,  and 
on  the  Continent  the  pharmacist  was 
mainly  a  private  practising  pharmacist. 
Was  an  influx  of  unqualified  labour 
likely  ?  Again  it  was  not.  On  the  Con- 
tinent labour  shortage  was  increasing. 

Great  desire  was  expressed  at  the 
1962  Branch  Representatives  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  for  limitation  of  pharmacies. 
Could  E.E.C.  be  a  golden  opportunity 
to  further  these  aims?  Most  of  the  six, 
except  West  Germany  and  Belgium 
practised  such  limitation.  For  the  only 
pharmacist  in  an  area  hours  were  long, 
and  the  only  time  French  colleagues 
had  off  was  on  Sunday  afternoons.  "  If 
we  want  limitation  of  pharmacies  we 
must  accept  all  the  responsibilities  that 
go  with  it." 

Deemed  incompatible  with  the  Com- 
mon Market  were  direct  or  indirect 
fixing  of  purchase  or  selling  prices  or 
of  any  other  trading  conditions;  limita- 
tion or  control  of  production  and  mar- 
kets and  technical  or  industrial  develop- 
ment; sharing  of  markets  or  of  sources 
of  supply;  the  application  to  parties 
to  transactions  of  unequal  terms  in  re- 
spect   of    equivalent    supplies;  and 


also  tying  up  with  the  conclusion 
of  a  contract  the  acceptance  by  a  party 
of  additional  supplies  having  no  con- 
nection with  the  subject  of  such  con- 
tract. The  provisions  of  paragraph  1 
might  be  declared  inapplicable  where 
an  agreement  contributed  to  improve 
the  production  or  distribution  of  goods, 
or  to  promote  technical  or  economic 
progress,  while  reserving  to  users  an 
equitable  share  in  the  profit  resulting 
therefrom.  It  could  be  seen  that  the 
prohibition  was  aimed  at  results  rather 
than  at  the  mere  making  of  a  restrictive 
agreement  or  arrangement.  All  agree- 
ments must  be  registered  with  the  Com- 
mission, and  any  agreement  not  regis- 
tered was  null  and  void.  The  Commis- 
sion had  wide  powers.  It  could  institute 
search,  demand  record  books,  etc.,  to 
ensure  that  its  instructions  were  being 
carried  out,  and  could  inflict  penalties 
for  non-compliance.  The  speaker's  view 
was  that  there  was  nothing  in  existing 
resale  price  maintenance  in  Britain  that 
would  prevent  it  from  being  acceptable. 
France  had  no  effective  registration 
machinery.  Certain  restrictive  trade 
practices  were  prohibited  by  the  crimi- 
nal law,  but  monopolies  and  combines 
as  such  are  not  illegal.  Fixed  minimum 
prices  were  prohibited.  In  Germany 
there  was  a  comprehensive  system  of  re- 
gistration. Monopolies  and  combines, 
with  few  exceptions,  were  prohibited, 
and  restrictive  practices  null  and  void. 
Holland  had  a  system  for  the  general 
control  of  abuses  by  executive  action. 
Italy  was  in  the  process  of  introducing 
legislation  to  prohibit  combines,  price 
agreements,  contracts,  etc.,  that  would 
distort  or  restrict  competition  in  the 
home  market.  Luxembourg  and  Bel- 
gium would  not  prohibit  fixed  prices  as 
such,  but  were  mainly  concerned  with 
abuses. 

Quite  a  lot  of  work  would  have  to 
be  done  to  harmonise  those  different 
views.  Most  governments  today  seemed 
anxious  to  cut  down  the  cost  of  living 
and  in  that  respect  retail  price  mainten- 
ance was  very  vulnerable. 

With  reduced  tariffs  Britain  would 
undoubtedly  see  an  influx  of  Continen- 
tal electric  shavers,  cameras,  films,  toi- 
letries and  perfumes,  but  would  give 
British  manufacturers  the  opportunity 
to  cater  for  a  market  of  225  millions. 

Patents 

In  France,  veterinary  pharmaceuticals 
were  not  patentable  but  medicines  and 
their  processes  of  manufacture  were.  In 
Germany,  pharmaceutical  preparations 
and  substances  obtained  by  chemical 
processes  were  not  patentable,  but 
manufacture  of  such  substances,  in  so 
far  as  they  related  to  characteristic  fea- 
tures, were. 

Holland  did  not  specifically  rule  out 
medicines,  but  Belgium  and  Luxem- 
bourg, by  and  large,  allowed  medicines 
and  processes  to  be  patented.  Italy  had 
no  pharmaceutical  patent  protection. 
Unless  agreement  was  reached  there 
would  be  an  insurge  of  Italian  phar- 
maceuticals, with  a  corresponding  loss 
on  stock  value.  Since  the  E.E.C.  idea 
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was  "  harmonisation  "  of  practice,  that 
might  be  eventually  overcome,  but  it 
was  going  to  take  time. 

In  the  National  Health  Service  there 
would  be  little,  if  any,  change,  for  a 
long  time.  There  would  be  no  merger 
with  other  State  schemes,  and  pharma- 
cists would  not  "  dispense  for  a  super 
State  scheme  or  be  paid  by  a  super 
Enoch  Powell."  The  interest  of 
workers  who  moved  around  were  cov- 
ered by  the  Economic  and  Social  Com- 
mittee and  by  the.  European  Social 
Fund.  So  far  as  hours  of  work,  holi- 
days, etc.,  were  concerned,  the  aim  of 
the  Common  Market  Community  was 
to  promote  a  constant  improvement  in 
the  living  and  working  conditions  of 
the  people.  If  British  industry  took  the 
opportunity  presented  by  the  Common 
Market,  labour  in  industry  would  be 
at  an  even  greater  premium  than  now, 
and  it  would  be  correspondingly  more 
difficult  to  recruit  staff  for  retail. 

The  Treaty  gave  the  right  to  na- 
tionals of  the  member  States  to  estab- 
lish themselves  in  the  territory  of  the 
others.  That  was  a  natural  corollary  to 
the  free  movement  of  workers.  The 
right  did  not  apply  to  wage  earners  or 
salaried  persons,  though  it  would  to 
self-employed  people,  partners,  proprie- 
tors of  businesses  and  directors  of  com- 
panies. Special  prov'^ions  arose  for  the 
mutual  recognition  of  diplomas,  certi- 
ficates and  other  qualifications  and  tem- 
porary recognition  during  a  transitional 
period,  but  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Council  of  Ministers  was  necessary  on 
matters  concerning  medical,  para  medi- 
cal and  pharmaceutical  professions.  If 
Britain  entered  the  Common  Market 
it  would  be  "  the  greatest  experiment  in 
the  history  of  these  islands." 

Industry  and  the  Common  Market 

Mr.  Kirkness  said  that  as  far  back 
as  1952  French  proposals  for  a  supra- 
national authority,  under  the  Council 
of  Europe,  to  consider  a  European 
community  for  health,  covered  medical 
research  and  hospital  construction  as 
well  as  general  planning  for  a  commu- 
nal pharmaceutical  industry.  The  last- 
named  involved  pooling  therapeutic 
facilities  and  production,  the  establish- 
ment of  a  common  market  for  pharma- 
ceutical products,  and  the  exchange  of 
medical  information.  Nothing  came  of 
the  idea  at  the  time. 

The  speaker  described  the  varied 
functions  of  a  number  of  international 
organisations  concerned  with  trade  and 
industry  before  giving  details  of  the 
pharmaceutical  industries  of  the  Com- 
mon Market.  Many  British  manufac- 
turers, he  said,  were  already  established 
in  those  countries,  either  as  daughter 
companies  or  as  British-owned  subsidi- 
aries. The  international  character  of 
the  industry  had  always  made  it  pos- 
sible in  one  way  or  another  to  get  its 
products  into  the  various  markets  of  the 
world. 

Difficulties  confronting  the  pharma- 
ceutical exporter  were  many  and  varied. 
Principal  among  them  were  import 
licensing;  tariff  protection  and  taxation: 
health  registration  formalities  (varying 
from  none  through  "  liberal "  systems 
as  in  Germany  and  Switzerland  to  strict 
control  as  in  Belgium,  France  and 
Italy);  price  control;  social  security  re- 


quirements; industrial  property  rights; 
and  labelling.  Health  registration  re- 
quirements led  to  increased  costs,  as  in 
Belgium,  where  each  batch  of  an  im- 
ported product  had  to  be  tested;  to 
delays;  and  to  protection  of  allegedly 
similar  local  products.  Many  countries 
based  their  price  on  the  price  to  the 
public  in  the  country  of  origin,  which 
often  made  it  unprofitable  for  the  im- 
porter to  handle  the  products.  Since 
Italy  did  not  grant  pharmaceutical  pat- 
ents ?ny  Italian  firm  could  pirate  a  pro- 
duct without  undergoing  any  research 
expenditure. 

Regulations  Compared 

A  number  of  bodies  had  been  set  up 
to  study  those  questions  in  Europe.  In 
1951  the  Western  Union  countries  — 
broadly  "  the  six  "  and  the  United  King- 
dom— had  conducted  a  survey  at  official 
level  to  consider  regulations  in  force  in 
their  respective  countries  governing  the 
registration  and  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities.  In  1955  an  industries  sec- 
tion had  been  set  up  at  the  London 
Congress  of  the  International  Pharma- 
ceutical Federation,  and  a  subcommit- 
tee had  produced  in  1957-58  a  most  use- 
ful document  setting  out  the  minimum 
requirements  for  registration.  In  the 
European  Economic  Community  itself 
the  manufacturers  of  chemical  products 
had  formed  a  Secretariat  International 
a" Industries  Chimiques,  which  in  1959 
had  led  to  its  dependent  pharmaceutical 
constituent  establishing  Groupement  In- 
ternational des  Industries  Pharmaceu- 
tiques  (G.I.P.P.)  to  study  problems  aris- 
ing from  the  Treaty  of  Rome  and  to 
establish  permanent  contact  with  the 
institutions  and  offices  of  E.E.C.  In 
June  1959  G.I.I.P.  had  invited  five  of 
the  seven  countries  in  the  European 
Free  Trade  Association  to  meet  them 
in  Paris,  and  had  set  up  committees  to 
consider  health  legislation,  social  secur- 
ity, industrial  property  including  pat- 
ents, economic  problems  including 
prices,  and  the  classification  of  distri- 
bution of  pharmaceutical  products. 
G.I.I.P.  was  prepared  to  extend  to  the 
E.F.T.A.  countries  a  limited  amount  of 
collaboration,  though  not  sufficient  in 
the  estimation  of  E.F.T.A.  members. 

Hence,  in  October  1959,  it  had  been 
decided  to  set  up  a  similar  organisa- 
tion (P.I.A.)  in  the  E.F.T.A.  countries. 
One  of  the  first  functions  was  to  advise 
the  E.F.T.A.  Government  negotiators, 
before  the  E.F.T.A.  Convention  was 
signed  in  Stockholm,  on  how  to  arrive 
at  a  definition  of  origin  for  pharmaceu- 
ticals for  products  entitled  to  benefit, 
for  duty  purposes,  as  being  of  "  Free 
Trade  Origin,"  so  that  countries  with 
low  tariffs  (Denmark)  could  not  import 
materials  from  outside  the  area  and  re- 
export them  to  other  members  duty- 
free. P.I.A.  now  worked  roughly  in 
parallel  with  G.I.I.P.,  and-  the  two  or- 
ganisations held  a  joint  meeting  once  a 
year. 

G.I.I.P.  and  P.I.A.  had  prepared 
documents  on  their  national  pharma- 
ceutical legislations,  and  the  documents 
had  been  forwarded  to  their  respective 
Governments  (of  G.I.I.P.  also  to  the 
E.E.C.  Commission  in  Brussels).  Yet 
another  body,  the  chemical  products 
committee  of  the  Organisation  for 
European  Co-operation  and  Develop- 


ment (former  O.E.E.C.)  decided  in  1959 
to  investigate  the  many  difficulties  due 
to  technical  and  administrative  regula- 
tions hampering  the  expansion  of  trade 
in  pharmaceutical  products.  Since  1960 
an  ad  hoc  working  party  on  pharma- 
ceuticals had  met  twice  a  year,  and  it 
had  now  nearly  finished  its  work.  At 
such  meetings  Government  officials  and 
industry  met  together,  and  they  had 
agreed  on  a  criterion  for  registration, 
a  maximum  list  of  documents  to  sup- 
port registration;  and  labelling.  The 
aim  was  to  simplify  procedure  and  to 
provide  a  forum  for  ventilation  of  grie- 
vances that  could  not  be  settled  by  bi- 
lateral government  negotiation.  The 
successful  outcome  of  the  proceedings 
was  due  to  the  groundwork  done  earlier 
by  the  Western  Union,  World  Health 
Organisation,  International  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  and  by  G.I.I.P.  and 
P.I.A.  The  O.E.C.D.  had,  however,  no 
powers  like  E.E.C.  to  compel  its  mem- 
bers to  adopt  any  recommendations 
made  on  pharmaceutical  legislation, 
though  it  hoped  they  would  be  taken 
into  account  when  framing  new  legisla- 
tion. Apart  from  O.E.C.D.  delibera- 
tions, the  officials  of  the  European 
Common  Market  in  Brussels  had  made 
considerable  progress  on  the  standard- 
isation of  pharmaceutical  regulations. 

Patents 

There  were  at  present,  said  Mr.  Kirk- 
ness, three  European  bodies  seeking 
some  degree  of  unification  of  patents: 

1.  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  PATENT 
EXPERTS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF 
EUROPE. — Two  draft  conventions 
were  under  consideration,  and  they  pro- 
vided that  a  contracting  State  might  re- 
serve the  right  not  to  grant  patents  for 
pharmaceutical  products. 

2.  SCANDINAVIAN  PATENT 
COMMITTEE.— A  draft  law  creating 
a  common  patent  for  the  four  Scandi- 
navian countries  had  been  proposed, 
though  national  patents  might  continue. 
There  was  some  doubt  whether  a  com- 
pound should  be  patentable  for  use  as 
a  medicine  in  general  or  whether  only 
for  specific  therapeutic  effect.  The  draft 
law  provided  for  the  grant  of  a  com- 
pulsory licence,  when  required  in  the 
public  interest. 

3.  THE  EUROPEAN  ECONOMIC 
COMMUNITY.— No  full  details  were 
available  of  recent  discussions.  The 
Treaty  of  Rome  would  establish  a  sep- 
arate Treaty  or  Convention  providing 
for  European  patents  of  a  supranational 
character.  National  patents  would  re- 
main. 

Chemical  and  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts would  be  patentable,  but  the 
question  of  compulsory  licences — in  the 
public  interest — was  unknown. 

Prices 

One  question  the  Ministry  of  Health 
would  have  to  consider  if  the  U.K. 
acceded  to  the  Common  Market  was 
how  prices  of  drugs  imported  into  this 
country  would  be  assessed.  The 
A.B.P.I.  had  negotiated  with  the  Min- 
istry for  a  modified  voluntary  price 
regulation  scheme  extending  to  June  30, 
1964.  The  question  of  price  had  been 
under  -consideration  in  G.I.I.P.  and 
P.I.A.,  and  a  real  difficulty  existed  in 
E.E.C.  countries. 
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If  the  U.K.  joined  the  Common  Mar- 
ket, eventually  duties  between  the  six 
and  the  United  Kingdom  on  pharma- 
ceuticals would  be  eliminated,  thus  giv- 
ing rise  to  increased  competition.  The 
U.K.  would  have  to  adopt  the  com- 
mon external  tariff,  and  in  general  the 
duties  in  that  Tariff  on  chemicals  were 
lower  than  those  of  the  existing  U.K. 
Customs  Tariff.  The  duties  on  pharma- 
ceuticals, however,  were  higher  than 
those  in  the  U.K.  There  was  also  the 
question  of  temporary  suspension  of 
import  duty.  At  present  that  was  gran- 
ted on  certain  chemicals  not  manufac- 
tured in  the  U.K.,  and  quite  a  lot  of 
chemicals  used  in  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facture were  free  of  duty  in  that  way. 
If  the  U.K.  joined  the  E.C.T.  that  right 
to  suspend  import  duties  from  third 
parties  would  disappear.  If  Britain  did 
not  join  the  E.E.C.  she  might  lose  some 
advantage  because  certain  countries 
would  increase  their  duties  to  the  level 
of  the  common  external  tariff. 

Pharmaceutical  manufacturers  in  the 
Common  Market  were  at  an  advantage 
over  British  firms,  as  all  of  the  six  were 
signatories  to  the  Berne  convention  for 
the  international  registration  of  trade 
marks.  For  a  nominal  fee  any  firm  in 
those  countries  could  register  a  trade 
mark  in  all  six  countries  and  in  a  num- 
ber of  others.  British  firms  could  not 
do  so,  as  Britain  was  not  a  member. 

Discussion 

Questions  were  put  to  both  speakers. 
Mr.  Madge  told  one  questioner  that  in 
his  view  Britain,  under  "harmonisation," 
would  move  towards  taxes  on  sales 
and  turnover.  He  told  Mr.  H.  J.  Seath, 
Eastbourne,  that  nationalised  industries 
were  outside  the  Common  Market 
treaty  provisions.  Mr.  Kirkness  added 
that  in  Norway  one  nationalised  industry 
was  the  wholesale  distribution  of  medi- 
cal products.  Mr.  Madge  informed 
Miss  Mary  Burkitt  that,  under  the 
Common  Market,  each  country  would 
maintain  its  own  trade-union  practices.

BIRMINGHAM  ANALYST'S  REPORT 

A  case  for  labelling  relaxation  ? 


THE  Birmingham  city  analyst  (Mr. 
A.  H.  Coombes)  in  his  report  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1962,  comments  on  a 
sample  of  cough  syrup  labelled  as  con- 
taining 0-21  per  cent,  of  vitamin  C 
whereas  0-77  per  cent,  was  actually 
present  (an  "  excess  "  of  about  300  per 
cent.).  Mr.  Coombes  states:  "  There  is  no 
disadvantage  to  the  consumer  in  having 
this  excess — rather  the  contrary — but  it 
was  felt  that  the  cause  of  it,  which 
could  have  been  pure  carelessness,  had 
to  be  investigated.  The  manufacturers 
stated  that  a  complex  mixture  of  chemi- 
cals was  present  in  the  syrup,  and  it 
had  been  found  that  vitamin  C  tended 
to  decompose  more  rapidly  than  usual 
in  the  mixture:  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  declaration  of  0-21  per  cent,  vitamin 
C  was  complied  with  at  the  time  of  sale, 
no  less  than  a  300  per  cent,  overage  had 
to  be  added.  "  In  the  circumstances,  one 
could  sympathise  with  the  manufac- 
turers' dilemma,  and  it  was  felt  that,  in 
this  case,  the  strict  labelling  require- 
ments of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act  could  be  relaxed." 

Another  "  interesting  "  sample  was 
labelled  "  Cream  of  Calamine,  B.P.,  and 
Benzocaine,  B.P.  (3%)."    Contrary  to 


the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
no  statement  of  the  calamine  content 
was  given.  The  double  use  of  the 
letters  "  B.P."  were  thought  to  give  to 
an  unofficial  preparation  the  appearance 
of  an  official  one.  The  manufacturers 
agreed  with  the  first  point  and  regretted 
the  omission,  but  stated  correctly  that 
the  double  use  of  the  letters  "  B.P." 
was  required  by  purchase  tax  regula- 
tions. 

A  specimen  of  sodium  citrate  tablets 
that  had  been  investigated  was  "  obvi- 
ously of  very  old  stock."  The  disinte- 
gration time  of  the  tablets  was  four- 
and-a-half  minutes  instead  of  the 
official  maximum  of  three  minutes,  and 
the  label  did  not  state  that  the  tablets 
should  be  dissolved  in  water  before  use 
[a  requirement  of  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia Addendum,  I960].  The  pharmacist 
concerned  stated  that  he  normally  sup- 
plied sodium  citrate  tablets  from  a  bulk 
dispensing  stock  bottle,  but  that  an 
assistant  had  found  the  faulty  sample, 
which  should  have  been  discarded,  and 
supplied  it  without  giving  the  matter 
due  thought.  Three  similar  bottles  of 
tablets  had  been  discovered  and  des- 
troyed. 


RURAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  SERVICES 

Co-operative  chemists'  proposals 


IN  a  report  to  Co-operative  Congress, 
held  at  Blackpool,  June  11-14,  the  Co- 
operative Technical  Panel  of  Chemists 
reported  on  the  problem  of  meeting  the 
dispensing  needs  of  rural  areas  and 
other  districts  that  cannot  support,  or 
would  have  difficulty  in  supporting,  a 
pharmacy. 

The  report  stated  :  — 

"  It  is  estimated  that  nationally  on 
average  each  pharmacy  is  supported  by 
a  population  of  about  3,420,  spending 
about  £5  6s.  per  person  per  annum  but 
the  actual  regional  sales  potential  is  more 
likely  to  be  influenced  by  many  other 
economic  and  social  factors. 

Rural  areas  show  high  population 
figures  per  pharmacy  for  obvious  reasons, 
but  in  actual  practice  village  pharmacies 
do  not  by  any  means  serve  all  the  rural 
population  many  of  whom  utilise  the  ser- 
vices of  the  nearest  market  town  and  dis- 
pensing by  dootors  themselves  complicates 
the  situation. 

It  is  extremely  difficult,  therefore,  to 
frame  rules,  because  the  size  of  popula- 
tion which  would  make  it  uneconomic  to 
operate  a  pharmacy  shop  in  a  healthy 
area  may  be  quite  adequate  in  another 
where  living  and  health  standards  are 
lower.  In  the  near  future  the  Panel  will 
be  considering  other  methods  of  assess- 
ment including  the  proportion  of  pharma- 
cies to  total  shop  premises  and  the  pro- 
portion of  pharmacies  to  the  number  of 
dwellings  based  on  different  types  of  dis- 
stricts,  e.g.  residential,  industrial,  market, 
seaside  and  ports  and  harbours,  etc. 


Apart  from  all  these  considerations  the 
Panel  agrees  that  the  Co-operative  Move- 
ment should  assist  in  all  practical  ways  in 
ensuring  that  the  public  have  reasonably 
easy  access  to  pharmaceutical  services.  In 
many  rural  areas  the  handicap  of  the  ab- 
sence of  a  pharmacy  has  been  overcome 
by  the  use  of  postal  and  transport  officials 
as  messengers,  or  by  similar  private 
arrangements,  but  in  other  areas  such 
assistance  is  not  available,  and  some 
organised  arrangement  for  the  collection 
of  prescriptions  and  delivery  of  dispensed 
medicines  is  called  for. 

The  Panel  has  not  yet  reached  its  own 
conclusions  in  this  matter  but  at  this  stage 
feels  that  whatever  arrangements  are 
finally  agreed  'they  should  ait  least  satisfy 
four  conditions: 

1.  Any  special  scheme  for  a  rural  or 
outlying  area  should  be  initiated  by  the 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  or  some 
body  representing  the  public  affected. 

2.  The  point  at  which  the  prescrip- 
tions are  collected  and  to  which  medi- 
cines are  delivered  should  be  free  from 
any  association  with  the  supply  of 
medicines. 

3.  If  there  is  more  than  one  phar- 
macy to  which  the  prescriptions  might 
go,  all  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
take  part  in  the  scheme  in  rotation. 

4.  Special  attention  should  be  paid  to 
the  packing  of  the  dispensed  medicines 
to  ensure  correct  delivery  and  the  con- 
veyance of  any  instructions  or  warnings 
which  would  normally  be  given  verbally 
in  the  pharmacy."

ON  the  principle  that  a  business  that 
merely  marks  time  is  in  fact  losing 
ground,  Abbott  Laboratories,  Ltd., 
decided  three  years  ago  to  look  for  a 
larger  site  for  their  production  and  ad- 
ministrative headquarters,  their  then 
Tyneside  premises  at  Jarrow  being  by 
that  time  without  capacity  for  further 
expansion. 

So  on  June  27,  three  days  after  the 
company  celebrates  its  twenty-fifth  an- 
niversary, a  new  headquarters  is  being 
formally  opened  at  Queenborough, 
Kent,  by  Mr.  Niall  Macpherson  (Par- 
liamentary Secretary,  Board  of  Trade). 

The  site,  which  was  acquired  from 
the  Admiralty,  from  British  Railways  and 
from  no  fewer  than  fifteen  other  owners 
of  smaller  parcels  of  land,  covers  about 
120  acres,  of  which  250,000  sq.  ft.  has 
been  developed  at  a  cost  of  over  £2  mil- 
lions. The  ground  being  land  reclaimed 
from  the  sea,  and  below  the  highest 
high-tide  mark,  the  foundations  had  to 
be  extensively  piled. 

Capable  of  Extension 

The  buildings  consist  of  five  major 
blocks.  Two-story  administrative  blocks 
contain  head  offices,  board  and  confer- 
ence rooms  and  an  impressive  entrance 
hall  in  which  is  an  imposing  staircase 
of  helical  form.  Connected  by  covered 
way,  and  with  one  side  glazed,  is  the 
pharmaceutical  block,  which  can  be 
adapted  and  extended  (as  indeed  can  all 
the  blocks)  according  to  requirements. 
Alongside  the  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turing and  packing  sections,  and  run- 
ning the  whole  length  of  the  block, 
is  a  storage  section  which  houses  raw 
materials  and  packaging  at  one  end  and 
completed  goods  at  the  other.  The  block 
also  houses  laboratories  for  product 
quality  control,  etc.  Linked  with  the 
pharmaceutical  building  and  overspan- 
ning  the  road  is  a  restaurant.  It  was 
decided  to  build  at  that  level  so  that 
employees  should  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
exceptional  view  of  the  Medway  and 
Thames  estuary  it  opened  up. 

The  chemical  block  is  some  distance 
away  from  the  other  buildings  and. 
because  of  the  large  quantity  of  inflam- 
mable materials  handled,  is  subject  to 
strict  fire  and  other  safety  precautions. 
Chemicals  are  produced  in  the  main 
area  while  a  link  houses  associated 


offices  and  laboratories  for  test-control 
and  research.  Stores  for  the  chemical

works  are  held  in  a  separate  building 
nearby  (again  as  a  safety  precaution). 

Some  of  the  plant  is  new,  but  a  con- 
siderable part  was  transported  from 
Jarrow,  and  it  was  necessary,  therefore, 
to  build  up  adequate  stocks  of  chemi- 
cals to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
sales  department  until  production  could 
be  started  up  again  at  Queenborough. 
Having  now  at  Queenborough  most 
adequate  facilities  for  the  dispatch  of 
goods,  the  company  found  it  possible 
to  close  down  their  depots  throughout 
the  country,  and  even  customers  as  far 
away  as  Scotland  have  reported  quicker 
deliveries  by  post  from  Queenborough 
than  previously  from  Jarrow. 

It  is  often  mentioned  that  the  life  of 
an  "  ethical "  product  is  brief,  and  that 
most  items  sold  today  were  not  in  exist- 
ence ten  years  ago.  That  is  generally 
true,  but  Abbott  Laboratories,  Ltd..  are 
proud  that  two  major  products  which 
they  manufactured  when  they  first 
started  up  in  England  (at  Perivale,  Mid- 
dlesex) in  1937,  namely  Pentothal  and 
Nembutal,  are  being  sold  by  them  in 
ever-increasing  quantities.  The  number 
of  employees  currently  at  Queen- 
borough is  about  300,  with  plans  for 
600  within  a  year.

Another  Point  of  View 

Sir, — It  is  a  pity  to  see  a  man  in  Mr. 
Moss's  position  so  reluctant  to  face  the 
fact  that  points  of  view  other  than  his 
own  are  held,  and  widely  held  at  that. 
Mr.  Moss  takes  comfort  from  the  fact 
that  the  conference  of  the  representa- 
tives of  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
approved  the  action  of  his  committee. 
However,  even  if  the  delegates  were 
"  properly  appointed  "  it  is  doubtful  if 
they  were  properly  instructed.  No  con- 
tractors' meeting  was  held  in  this  area 
to  instruct  delegates,  and  no  doubt 
other  areas  were  in  the  same  position. 
The  fact  that  Mr.  Moss  finds  the  idea 
of  enforcing  a  standard  of  ethical  con- 
duct so  fantastic  is  surprising.  The 
Society,  rightly,  lays  down  a  standard 
of  conduct,  and  the  Statutory  Commit- 
tee will  not  be  reluctant  to  see  that  this 
standard  is  adhered  to.  The  argument 
that  only  those  who  provide  stock  and 
premises  are  able  to  negotiate  with  the 
Minister  for  the  payment  of  fees  is 
fallacious.  In  the  last  analysis  the  phar- 
macist is  responsible  for  performing  (as 
opposed  to  providing)  the  service.  His 
remuneration  is  directly  affected,  and 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  cannot  ignore  his 
claim  to  be  represented,  which  at  pre- 
sent he  is  not.

Advice  to  Government 

Sir, — I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  of 
mine,  published  by  the  Daily  Tele- 
graph and  Morning  Post,  June  1 3,  hop- 
ing that  you  will  be  able  to  publish  it 
for  the  interests  of  the  small  retailer 
and  pharmacists  as  a  whole. 

Charter  of  the  Private  Retailer 

There  are  indications  (from  too  many  different 
sources  to  be  ignored)  that  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  is  shortly  to  announce  the  Gov- 
ernment's decision  of  the  findings  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  committee  on  resale  price  maintenance. 
Statements,  obviously  inspired,  suggest  that  he 
will  propose  the  abolition  of  section  25  of  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act — the  section  which 
enables  individual  manufacturers,  if  they  so  de- 
sire, to  enforce  the  retail  prices  of  their  goods. 
If  such  rumours  prove  true  the  Government,  I 
suggest,  would  be  wise  to  consider  the  effects  on 
their  own  fortunes.  As  recent  elections  have 
shown,  they  have  lost  much  of  the  support  which 
brought  them  to  power,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  repeal  of  section  25  would  cost  them 
many  more  thousands  of  votes  from  private  re- 
tailers who  regard  that  section  25  as  their  charter. 
It  protects  them  from  the  monopolistic  tactics 
of  the  big  chains  whose  aim  is  not,  as  they 
claim  so  glibly,  to  reduce  the  cost  of  living  but 
to  eliminate  the  smaller  retailer,  thus  establishing 
themselves  in  an  impregnable  position  for  the 
years  ahead.  The  private  retailer  has  always 
looked  on  the  Conservative  party  as  the  one 
which  respects  and  upholds  the  rights  of  the 
individual  and  the  principles  of  private  enter- 
prise. The  Government  would  do  well,  therefore, 
to  reflect  long  and  deeply  before  taking  such  a 
step.  It  might  well  be  a  deciding  factor  at  the 
next  General  Election,  which  is  likely  in  any 
event  to  be  a  close  thing  if  present  trends  con- 
tinue. Certainly  I  and  many  other  private  re- 
tailers, life-long  Conservatives,  with  whom  I  have 
discussed  this,  would  never  again  cast  a  vote  for 
the  party  which,  by  such  an  action,  would  be 
signing  the  death  knell  of  the  private  trader  as 
he  exists  in  this  country  today.  It  may  be  said 
that,  were  the  Labour  party  to  be  returned  they 
would  themselves  abolish  section  25.  That  is  pro- 
bably true,  but  private  enterprise  in  the  shape 
of  the  independent  retailer  does  not  look  for  sup- 
port to  the  Labour  party  and  in  any  event  such 
support  would  be  of  little  consolation  to  Con- 
servatives sitting  on  the  Opposition  benches.

Supported  if  not  Seconded 

Sir,  —  May  I  point  out  a  serious  in- 
accuracy in  your  recent  report  of  the 
conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tee representatives  held  in  London  on 
May  30.  It  was  stated  that  Mr.  Murley 
did  not  gain  a  seconder  for  his  propo- 
sal. He  did  in  fact  make  a  statement  of 
policy  as  a  representative  of  the  Hamp- 
shire Pharmaceutical  Committee.  You 
no  doubt  may  have  been  misled  by  the 
fact  that  when  I  followed  to  support  his 
views  I  used  the  words  "  second  the 
proposal  "  and  was  quite  rightly  preven- 
ted from  doing  so  by  the  chairman, 
who  pointed  out  that  no  proposal  had 
been  put.  My  own  personal  opinion, 
however,  is  that  the  present  contract  is 
a  practically  hopeless,  and  a  very  un- 
democratic one.  Our  negotiators  have 
suffered  a  decade  of  rearguard  actions, 
as  may  be  witnessed  by  the  continued 
depletion  of  the  oncost  from  33|  per 
cent,  to  almost  half  that  figure,  with 


only  limited  advances  in  the  field  of  dis- 
pensing fees,  rota  and  urgent  fee  pay- 
ments. These,  however,  lag  well  behind 
the  fall  in  value  of  money  over  the 
forementioned  period,  and  to  name 
these  professional  fees  today  in  com- 
parison with  charges  made  for  semi- 
skilled duties  such  as  attending  to  a 
faulty  gas  fitting  on  a  Sunday  morning, 
would  put  the  latter  into  the  class  of 
senior  consultants  fees.  It  was  appalling 
to  witness  colleagues  and  representatives 
being  misled  at  the  meeting  by  such 
platitudes  from  the  platform  as  "we 
should  not  embark  on  voyages  without 
being  certain  of  the  right  destination  " 
and  the  vote-catching  phrase  "  hands  up 
all  of  you  who  want  more  money." 
Mr.  Murley,  in  his  letter  last  week,  has 
well  and  truly  exposed  the  first  state- 
ment while  not  denying  the  re- 
sponse to  the  second  remark  (and  in 
truth  it  is  deserving  of  my  vote  too).  A 
similar  appeal — equally  hopeless  it 
seems — "  hands  up  all  of  you  who  want 
a  new  contract "  would  have  received 
the  same  support.  I  naturally  wish  the 
negotiators  every  success,  but  it  appears 
that  I,  with  seven  others,  do  not  expect 
much  success  to  be  attained.  Let  us 
only  hope  we  are  proved  wrong.  If  we 
are  unfortunately  right,  the  future  of 
pharmacy,  I  am  sure,  will  require  more 
than  eight  hands  in  support.

Sponsored  Products 

Sir, — The  "  Open  Shop  "  commentary 
by  "  E.  C.  Tenner "  in  your  issue  of 
June  16  I  found  interesting  and  provo- 
cative, and  I  know  that  the  outcome  of 
discussion  on  the  respective  roles  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union  will  be 
watched  closely  by  all  pharmacists.  I 
am,  however,  somewhat  doubtful  about 
your  commentator's  conclusions  con- 
cerning the  necessity  of  N.P.U.-spon- 
sored  packed  drugs  and  other  products 
— or,  should  I  say,  the  practicability  of 
such  a  scheme?  First,  as  to  the  econo- 
mics :  how  realistic  is  it  to  suppose  that 
the  N.P.U.,  with  the  assistance  of  a 
commercial  house,  can  provide  the  re- 
tail pharmacist  with  packed  drugs  at 
prices  competitive  with  those  of  the 
multiples?  I  suggest,  not  very  realistic. 
The  N.P.U.  would  have  to  allow  in  its 
costings  for  a  profit,  however  small,  for 
the  supplier,  and  for  the  retailer's  pro- 
fit margin,  as  well  as  for  the  expenses  of 
their  own  promotion  to  the  private 
chemist.  In  effect,  at  least  two  margins 
are  involved.  The  multiple  company 
need  expect  only  one  margin,  at  what- 
ever level  it  is  taken.  It  is  also  worth 
remembering  that  the  multiple  may  well 
be  a  prime  producer  of  the  basic  mate- 
rials, which  are  consequently  available 
to  them  at  lower  prices.  That  is  not  to 
say  that  a  scheme  sponsored  by  the 
N.P.U.  would  not  succeed  in  giving  the 
private  retail  chemist  packed  drugs  at 
current  multiple  prices,  but  it  does 
mean  that,  if  the  market  is  worth  fight- 
ing for,  the  multiple  concern,  distribut- 
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ing  only  through  its  own  shops,  has 
always  got  a  greater  capacity  for  lower- 
ing its  prices  than  has  the  private  chem- 
ist. In  the  matter  of  sponsored  products 
a  further  difficulty  presents  itself — that 
of  promotion.  It  is  interesting  that  in 
recent  years  one  well-known  multiple 
company  has  spent  a  great  deal  of 
money  in  public  advertisement  of  its 
own-name  products  of  a  general  nature 
(shampoos,  soap,  etc.),  indicating  that 
the  mere  display  and  recommendation 
of  those  products  in  hundreds  of 
branches  does  not  produce  the  sales  it 
wants.  If  those  facts  are  translated  into 
the  suggestion  of  the  N.P.U.-sponsored 
products,  it  would  seem  that,  in  order 
to  establish  these,  it  would  be  essential 
for  the  private  chemist  personally  to 
promote  them  continuously  in  opposi- 
tion, in  many  cases,  to  mass-advertised 
brands.  Are  the  N.P.U.  going  to  adver- 
tise nationally  on  a  large  scale  to  back 
him  up?  Or,  if  a  lower  retail  price 
than  that  of  the  national  brands  is  go- 
ing to  be  the  attraction  to  the  customer, 
is  it  reasonable  to  expect  the  chemist  to 
spend  a  lot  of  time  promoting  a  pro- 
duct which  will  probably  show  a  lower 
total  profit  than  that  of  the  national 
brand?  These  questions  come  to  mind 
automatically,  coupled  once  again  with 
the  thought  that  the  multiples,  if  it 
came  to  a  price  war  on  such  products, 
again  have  the  edge.  Secondly,  I  am 
never  quite  sure  whether  this  problem 
of  competing  with  the  multiples  on  the 
price  of  packed  drugs  is  not  exaggera- 
ted. I  feel  that  most  people  buy  drugs 
of  this  type  fairly  infrequently,  and  that 
they  will  generally  buy  them  from  their 
usual  chemist — or,  if  away  from  home, 
at  the  nearest  chemist— and  pay  a  rea- 
sonable asking  price.  I  find  it  difficult  to 
believe  that  the  average  person  is  going 
to  compare  the  price  of  Gee's  linctus  at 
his  own  chemist  with  that  of  the  nearest 
multiple,  which  may  be  a  long  way 
from  his  home.  We  are  not  dealing  here 
with  foodstuffs,  on  which  the  family 
spends  many  pounds  a  week,  every 
week,  and  where  careful  shopping  can 
save  a  lot  of  money.  Rather  we  have 
the  case  of  an  occasional  purchase  per 
person,  amounting  at  most  to  a  few 
shillings  per  week.  If  this  customer  is 
asked  to  pay  a  penny  or  so  more  than 
the  multiple  price  for  a  hundred  aspirin 
tablets,  which  he  may  buy  twice  a  year, 
how  many  object?  There  must  always 
be  the  exception,  but  my  own  experi- 
ence indicates  that  he  is  few  and  far  be- 
tween. Surely  the  courtesy  and  service 
extended  to  him  at  his  particular  chem- 
ist's premises  will  bring  and  keep  his 
custom  there,  rather  than  the  odd  penny 
saved  on  aspirin?  I  am  not  attempting, 
in  this  letter,  to  be  authoritative  on 
these  very  complex  problems — who  can 
be?  Rather  I  am  setting  down  the  ques- 
tions that  come  into  my  own  mind  as  a 
result  of  the  article;  I  would  be  inter- 
ested to  know  how  many  of  your 
readers  feel  the  same  way.

The  Driving  Force 

Sir, — We  read  with  interest  the  letter 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee, in  the  C.  &  D.  of  June  16,  attack- 
ing the  excellent  and  constructive  letter 
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written  by  Mr.  Murley.  Mr.  Moss  is 
mistaken  if  he  thinks  that  pharmacists 
in  general  are  satisfied  with  the  direc- 
tion in  which  the  N.H.S.  negotiations 
are  proceeding.  Not  only  is  there  pro- 
found dissatisfaction,  but  many  phar- 
macists who  were  in  earlier  times  pos- 
sibly too  indolent  or  indifferent  to  take 
note  of  what  was  happening  to  their 
level  of  remuneration  are  now  suffici- 
ently incensed  to  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  current  situation.  Mr.  Moss  hits 
the  nail  squarely  on  the  head  when  he 
says  that  neither  of  the  recent  lively 
Society  meetings  were  accredited  dele- 
gate meetings.  Both  meetings  were  called 
constitutionally,  and  every  pharmacist 
on  the  register  had  the  opportunity  to 
attend.  If  those  members  from  the 
North-east  went  to  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  a  chartered  flight  to  Birming- 
ham, Mr.  Moss  can  hardly  be  justified 
in  stating  that  Mr.  Murley's  "  theories  " 
have  no  support.  The  reason  that  the 
two  meetings  were  so  successful  was 
that  they  were  not  delegate  meetings. 
Every  pharmacist  present  had  the  right 
to  speak  and  vote  as  they  themselves 
thought  fit.  Members  at  delegate  meet- 
ings have  always  to  bear  in  mind  the 
feelings  of  those  colleagues  not  present, 
and  will  consequently  avoid  the  revo- 
lutionary, err  on  the  side  of  conserva- 
tism and  talk  in  trivialities.  This  was 
beautifully  illustrated  at  the  Society's 
Branch  Representatives'  meeting,  which 
was  as  staid  as  the  annual  general  meet- 
ing the  day  before  had  been  lively.  It  is 
especially  true  of  motions  put  on  the 
day  of  the  meeting  without  the  oppor- 
tunity of  discussion  at  Branch  level,  as 
happened  at  the  N.P.U.  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  and  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  representatives'  confer- 
ence. How  could  any  concientious  re- 
presentative commit  his  Branch  or 
Committee  to  a  particular  course  of 
action  under  those  circumstances?  The 
resolution  passed  at  the  P.C.R.C.,  call- 
ing for  another  meeting  in  October, 
was,  we  are  sure,  merely  an  interim 
measure,  for  Mr.  Jarvis  Graves  and  the 
other  delegates  supporting  his  motion 
must  realise  that  this  is  the  second  time 
that  we  have  been  asked  to  wait  for 


six  months,  and  they  surely  cannot 
have  been  so  foolish  as  to  perpetuate 
this  delay  unless  they  had  at  the  fronts 
of  their  minds  the  idea  of  some  con- 
certed action  in  the  meantime.  We  have 
already  been  losing  money  for  six 
months  under  the  reduced  rate  of  on- 
cost-— how  many  can  continue  to  lose 
money  at  the  same  rate  for  another  six 
months  ?  On  Mr.  Moss's  point  that  the 
Society  could  not  compel  the  managers 
of  multiples  to  "  toe  the  line,"  we  say 
that  this  need  not  be  necessary  under 
the  terms  of  a  new  contract.  The  mul- 
tiples are  concerned  only  with  their  pro- 
fits, whatever  altruistic  reasons  they 
may  publish  for  their  course  of  action 
under  certain  circumstances.  The  last 
cut  in  oncost  must  have  hit  them  harder 
than  any  other  section  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical community.  How  can  Mr.  Moss 
say  that  they  would  not  co-operate  in 
obtaining  a  new  N.H.S.  contract  on  our 
terms?  An  all-round  increase  in  remu- 
neration could  do  them  nothing  but 
good  financially,  and  they  would  lose, 
under  such  a  contract,  none  of  the  in- 
fluence they  now  exercise  over  their 
managers.  The  less  said  about  the 
N.P.U.  Associates"  section  the  better, 
but  we  would  take  Mr.  Moss  to  task 
for  his  last  paragraph.  If  a  firm  is  em- 
ploying a  professional  man  in  negotiat- 
ing contracts,  what  would  be  the  point 
in  not  accepting  his  advice  on  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  even  to  the  extent  of 
the  remuneration?  In  any  case  our 
situation  is  different,  since  it  is  pharma- 
cist responsible  to  pharmacist,  and  not 
to  a  member  of  another  profession. 
Finally,  may  we  address  this  to  anyone 
whom  the  cap  fits.  No  one  has  sugges- 
ted that  the  N.P.U.  has  no  useful  func- 
tions to  fulfil,  or  that  the  present  nego- 
tiators should  necessarily  be  replaced. 
This  is  not  a  question  of  N.P.U.  or 
Society,  but  rather  of  N.P.U.  and  So- 
ciety, a  point  we  have  been  making 
since  November  1961.  The  N.P.U.  mem- 
bers of  the  negotiating  committee  are 
also  members  of  the  Society,  a  fact 
they  sometimes  appear  to  want  to  for- 
get. In  the  Society  we  have  a  ready- 
made  body  comprising  the  entire  phar- 
maceutical population  of  this  country — 
in  fact  a  unified  body  of  pharmacists. 
This  is  something  the  N.P.U.  can  never 
achieve,  with  or  without  an  Associates' 
section.  If  only  for  this  reason  the 
Society  should  be  the  driving  force 
behind  our  claims.  We  are  heartily  sick 
of  Executive  or  Council  members  who 
put  personal  ambition  before  the  needs 
of  the  membership,  and  who  refuse  to 
take  a  forward  step  for  fear  of  treading 
on  their  egos.  One  chairman  of  the 
Chemist  Contractors'  Committee  has 
already  passed  into  limbo  because  of 
thoughtless  remarks  made  to  his  elec- 
torate. We  hope  that  Mr.  Moss  will 
not  endanger  his  position  by  equally  ill- 
advised  comments  to  contractors  in  gen- 
eral.

Poisons  in  Hospitals 

The  increased  complexity  of  therapeutic  agents  today 
is  reflected  in  new  and  more  subtle  problems  of  forensic 
pharmacy,  involving  ever  more  complicated  questions  of 
control  and  legislatio.  On  page  687  of  this  issue 
Messrs.  J.  A.  Myers  and  C.  C.  Stevens  review  forensic 
controls  in  hospital  pharmacy,  highlighting  present 
weaknesses  and  pointing  the  way  to  improved  systems. 

The  article  is  most  timely  in  view  of  the  study  at 
present  being  made  by  a  Government  working  party  of 
the  control  of  distribution  of  medicines.  Whilst  the 
working  party  is  surveying  a  rather  wider  field  than 
Dangerous  Drugs  and  poisons  legislation,  those  aspects 
must  necessarily  be  given  close  attention.  The  working 
party,  when  dealing  with  hospital  problems,  must  also 
bear  in  mind  the  recent  report  on  the  emergency  treat- 
ment in  hospital  of  cases  of  acute  poisoning  (C.  &  D., 
March  3,  p.  23)  by  the  Atkin  subcommittee  of  the  Cen- 
tral Health  Services  Council's  Standing  Advisory  Com- 
mittee. That  subcommittee  emphasised  that,  of  approxi- 
mately 1  million  deaths  annually  in  England  and  Wales 
in  the  past  few  years,  between  4,000  and  5,000  were 
caused  by  poisoning,  against  about  5,000  deaths  annu- 
ally attributable  to  motor  vehicle  traffic,  yet  the  strenu- 
ous efforts  made  to  educate  the  public  in  the  prevention 
of  road  accidents  contrast  with  the  small  amount  of 
educational  propaganda  done  in  respect  of  poisoning 
hazards.  A  campaign  on  those  lines  is  clearly  called  for, 
and  it  is  one  in  which  the  pharmacist  has  obviously 
a  large  part  to  play.  In  his  daily  contact  with  the  public 
he  can  and  should  take  the  initiative  in  such  matters, 
even  though— or  perhaps  even  more  because — one  of 
the  drugs  (aspirin)  involved  in  so  many  poisoning  cases 
may  have  been  obtained  through  channels  other  than 
pharmacies. 

The  working  party  must  also  take  into  account  the 
Atkin  subcommittee's  recommendation  on  information 
as  to  toxicities,  including  the  suggestion  that  a  central 
information  centre  on  poisoning  should  be  set  up.  The 
Lancet  urged  in  a  recent  leading  article  that  the  sooner 
an  energetic  start  on  that  project  is  made  by  the  Min- 
istry the  better,  a  comment  that  we  endorse.  Messrs. 
Myers  and  Stevens  make  another  valid  point,  namely 
that  the  increased  number  and  complexity  of  modern 
drugs  demand  that  the  pharmacist,  who  is  trained  in  the 
work,  should  be  the  authorised  person  to  buy,  receive, 
sell  and  issue  those  products  within  the  hospital,  and 
that  it  should  be  a  legal  requirement  that  drugs  and 
medicines  should  be  supplied  to  a  hospital  only  when 


ordered  by  its  chief  pharmacist  and  consigned  to  him. 
That  would  have  the  advantage  of  combining  greater 
public  safety  with  greater  efficiency  in  the  hospital 
services. 

The  Common  Market  and  Retail  Trade 

The  effect  upon  retailers  of  Britain's  entering  the  Com- 
mon Market  is  likely  to  be  beneficial  rather  than  other- 
wise, according  to  a  study  group  set  up  by  the  National 
Chamber  of  Trade.  That  view  assumes  that  traders  are 
ready  and  able  to  adapt  themselves  to  new  and  chal- 
lenging conditions  of  variety,  selection,  presentation  and 
salesmanship. 

"  There  would  appear  to  be  a  reasonable  but  not 
excessive  amount  of  time  for  shopkeepers  to  prepare 
themselves  and  their  businesses  after  the  final  decision 
as  to  Britain's  entry  has  been  made  known,"  the  report 
states.  Some  immediate  increase  is  expected  in  the  rate 
of  flow,  but  it  is  expected  that  some  time  will  elapse 
before  the  full  effects  of  the  wider  availability  of  goods 
are  felt.  Presented  recently  at  the  annual  conference  of 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade,  the  report  supposes 
that  the  basic  function  of  retailers  as  the  final  link  in 
the  chain  of  production  would  not  change,  but  that 
retailing  structure  would  possibly  undergo  some  altera- 
tion in  detail. 

Within  distribution,  the  wholesaler  would  probably  be 
affected  most  and  soonest,  in  that  the  increased  avail- 
ability of  merchandise  in  much  wider  ranges,  qualities 
and  styles  and  from  many  new  sources,  would  im- 
mediately impose  a  pressure  upon  the  wholesaler  to 
acquaint  himself  of  the  wider  sources  of  supply  and 
changed  conditions.  The  retailer  might  to  some  extent 
be  brought  into  direct  contact  with  a  number  of  Con- 
tinental suppliers  but  in  the  main  would  continue  to  rely 
upon  traditional  channels  of  supply,  at  least  "  for  a 
reasonable  period."  Later,  as  the  transitional  period 
passed,  it  might  happen  that,  within  the  vastly  enlarged 
"  home "  market,  British  retailers  would  be  brought 
increasingly  into  the  kind  of  contact  with  Continental 
suppliers  that  they  at  present  had  with  British  manufac- 
turers. That  would  enlarge  the  sphere  of  competition, 
with  anticipated  beneficial  results. 

The  report  continues :  "  Continental  trading  methods 
are  in  many  cases  different  from  those  in  operation  in 
this  country.  ...  If  and  when  Britain  participates  in 
the  Common  Market  ...  it  will  be  necessary  to  ensure 
that  Continental  manufacturers  dealing  directly  with  re- 
tailers in  this  country  shall  observe  the  same  standards 
of  practice  as  are  now  observed  by  our  own  manufac- 
turers, wholesalers  and  retailers.  There  is  strong  reason 
to  believe  that  British  standards  of  living  could  be  im- 
proved. This  in  turn  could  lead  to  more  efficient  and 
discriminate  merchandising  and  shopping  by  the  ulti- 
mate consumer." 

It  is  not  thought  that  the  full  effect  upon  retail  dis- 
tribution will  be  felt  immediately  after  Britain's  entry, 
though  Continental  manufacturers  in  the  six  countries 
of  E.E.C.  are  already  making  plans  to  participate  in  the 
trade  of  this  country.  "  They  are  thus  ahead  of  British 
manufacturers,  inasmuch  as  it  has  not  yet  been  decided 
whether  this  country  will  enter  the  Common  Market." 

Introducing  a  discussion  on  the  report,  Mr.  S.  J. 
Batchelder  (Leeds  and  District  chamber  of  trade)  said 
"  We  shall  be  able  to  provide  our  customers  with  a 
wider  range  of  goods  from  many  new  sources  of  vary- 
ing qualities  and  styles  at  a  somewhat  lower  price." 
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There  was  no  reason  to  believe,  however,  that  traders 
would  have  to  alter  present  practice  in  regard  to  shop 
hours,  weights  and  measures  legislation  and  the  like. 
There  was  even  no  reason  why  resale  price  maintenance 
should  not  continue.  It  would  be  necessary,  however,  to 
accept  proposals  for  equal  pay  and  for  free  movement 
of  labour.  Exchange-control  restrictions  would  have  to 
be  relaxed  to  ensure  that  Britain  did  not  discriminate 
against  nationals  of  the  Six  in  trade  matters. 

Despite  doubts  expressed  by  some  delegates  about 
labour  relations  and  the  fate  of  certain  types  of  indus- 
try, the  findings  of  the  study  group  appeared  to  be 
generally  accepted,  though  there  was  criticism  of  the 
Government  for  not  being  able  to  make  up  its  mind 
one  way  or  another. 

In  his  presidential  address,  for  example,  Mr.  Stanley 
W.  Perring  said  that  the  people  of  the  United  Kingdom 
had  been  kept  "  sadly  in  the  dark  "  by  the  Government 
on  the  consequences  of  joining  the  Common  Market. 
Since  the  war  Britain's  foreign  policy  had  been  built  up 
around  a  solid  alliance  with  America.  The  formation  of 
the  Common  Market  had  even  stirred  the  Americans  to 
think  again  about  liberalising  world  trade,  and  a  new 
Atlantic  structure  could  be  envisaged  between  Europe 
and  America.  "At  the  moment,  this  country  appears  to 
be  with  neither."  Mr.  Perring  believed  that  Britain  and 
the  Commonwealth  must  associate  with  Western  Europe. 
The  aim  should  be  a  strong  Commonwealth  with  a 
European  interchange  of  trade. 

Trends  in  Industry  and  Exports 

The  latest  industrial  survey  conducted  by  the  Federa- 
tion of  British  Industries  into  trends  in  industry  and 
exports  was  compiled  from  replies  furnished  by  666 
organisations,  of  which  only  a  small  minority  could  have 
any  direct  interest  in  pharmacy,  even  in  its  widest  sense. 
Nevertheless  it  is  useful  to  note  the  findings  of  the  in- 
quiry, since  a  healthy  British  economy  is  essential  for 
all  aspects  of  commerce.  The  returns  were  completed 
during  the  period  May  23  to  June  1,  and  therefore  did 
not  reflect  any  changes  in  outlook  that  might  result 
from  the  recent  further  easing  of  credit  restrictions. 
What  the  inquiry  showed  was  a  greater  number  of 
manufacturers  were  more  optimistic  about  the  general 
business  situation  than  four  months  previously.  That  in- 
creased optimism  must  be  offset  against  an  increase  in 
the  proportion  of  organisations  working  below  full  capa- 
city, and  with  consequently  less  inclination  to  spend  on 
investment.  Suppliers  of  capital  equipment  reported  a 
downward  trend  in  orders.  That  situation,  if  reflected  in 
the  pharmaceutical  industry,  could  be  extremely  serious 
to  it,  for  investment  in  new  equipment  and  research  is  at 
the  very  heart  of  the  industry's  metabolism.  Among 
those  who  replied  to  the  inquiry  there  was  reported  a 
rise  in  the  level  of  export  business,  plus  continued 
optimism  about  the  future.  As  we  indicated  recently 
(C.  &  D.,  June  2,  p.  607),  United  Kingdom  exports  of 
drugs,  medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  during 
April  were  well  maintained,  bringing  the  total  for  the 
first  four  months  of  the  year  to  16-7  millions,  against 
16-2  millions  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1961.  The 
Federation's  report,  however,  arrives  at  the  conclusion 
that,  on  balance,  export  prospects  seem  to  be  worsening 
in  Africa,  Australasia  and  the  Indian  subcontinent — not 
a  happy  omen  for  the  British  pharmaceutical  industry 
when  in  recent  times  Australia  has  been  taking  10  per 
cent,  of  British  exports  of  prepared  medicines! 


Ill  Effects  of  the  Levy 

Criticisms  of  the  2s.  charge  for  National  Health  pre- 
scriptions continue  to  be  made.  On  June  14  5,000  dele- 
gates to  the  Townswomen's  Guild  National  Council, 
meeting  in  London,  passed  a  resolution  urging  that  the 
charge  should  be  reduced  for  all  old-age  pensioners. 
One  delegate  claimed  that  some  pensioners  dared  not 
seek  medical  advice  because  the  charge  was  "  the  differ- 
ence between  eating  and  going  hungry." 

Chemist  contractors  know  well  that  there  has  been  a 
sharp  fall  in  prescription  numbers  since  the  increased 
levy  was  introduced.  That  experience  is  confirmed  by 
the  chairman  of  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  (see  C.  &D., 
June  16,  p.  651),  in  his  statement  to  shareholders  at  the 
company's  annual  meeting.  He  revealed  a  fall  of  10  per 
cent,  in  the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  the 
company's  shops  in  the  year  to  March  31  from  the  total 
handled  in  the  previous  year,  when  N.H.S.  actually  con- 
tributed 14  per  cent,  to  the  Group's  turnover.  A  month 
ago  the  chairman  of  Timothy  Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd. 
(Mr.  G.  I.  Rushton),  though  he  gave  no  actual  figures, 
referred  to  declining  revenue  from  N.H.S. 

With  turnover  down  in  that  way  it  is  untimely,  to  say 
the  least,  that  many  chemists  must  also  bear  the  further 
cuts  in  their  remuneration  caused  by  the  "  sliding-scale  " 
oncost.  That  system  the  chairman  of  Messrs.  Boots  (Mr. 
Willoughby  R.  Norman)  described  in  his  speech — and 
quite  rightly — as  a  "  heavy  burden  on  big  dispensing 
businesses."  Many  private  pharmacists  in  the  same  boat 
would  agree,  while  feeling  that  things  would  well  have 
been  better  but  for  an  ill-timed  statement  by  one 
of  Mr.  Norman's  executives  published  in  a  national 
newspaper  whilst  negotiations  between  the  Minister  of 
Health  and  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemical  Contractors) 
Committee  were  in  progress.  The  feelings  aroused  by 
that  statement  are  still  strong.  They  motivated  the  reso- 
lutions put  forward  by  the  Coventry-Tyneside-South- 
ampton  axis  (and  carried)  at  the  special  and  annual 
meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Though  the 
policy  embodied  in  those  resolutions  made  little  head- 
way among  the  contractors  at  the  recent  conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representatives,  it  is  bound 
to  have  an  outcome  in  the  long  run  in  a  greater  in- 
volvement of  the  Society  in  the  economic  welfare  of  its 
members. 

The  problem  of  deciding  on  a  short-term  course  of 
action  to  improve  the  remuneration  of  chemist  contrac- 
tors is  as  urgent  as  it  is  difficult.  The  company  chemists 
are  a  fact  of  life  that  has  to  be  faced,  however  un- 
palatable to  some.  The  task  of  the  negotiators  is  surely 
at  present  to  win  agreement  for  a  course  of  action  that 
will  have  their  backing  as  well  as  that  of  the  private 
chemists.

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Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  in  Hospitals 

A  Critical  Appraisal  of  Present  Legislative 
Controls  with  Proposals  for  Improvement

MOST  hospital  pharmacists  know  well  that  the  con- 
trol of  drugs  in  hospitals  under  the  National  Health 
Service  is  based  on  ideas  of  an  age  long  passed.1 
rhe  suggestions  that  follow  outline  a  practical  method  of 
:ontrol  that  might  form  the  basis  for  future  legislation  on 
:ontrol  of  drugs  in  all  N.H.S.  hospitals. 

The  report  of  the  joint  subcommittee  on  the  control  of 
Dangerous  Drugs  and  poisons  in  hospitals  (1958)  states: 
'  (9)  We  have  not  recommended  any  change  in  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Regulations  or  Poisons  Rules  although,  owing 
:o  their  complexity,  they  are  sometimes  difficult  to  under- 
stand and  apply  and  in  our  view  it  would  help  if  they  could 
De  simplified."  Present  legislation  allows  too  many  people 
to  be  responsible.  It  was  enacted  to  cover  the  old  voluntary 
lospital  system,  under  which  pharmacists  in  hospitals  were 
"ew  and  far  between.  A  strong  case  can  be  established  for 
:hanging  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  and  Poisons 
Rules  in  order  to  bring  them  into  line  with  the  present  and 
>ome  future  developments  in  hospital  pharmacy.  The  fact 
hat  a  Government  Working  Party  is  studying  the  control 
Df  medicines  makes  this  an  appropriate  time  to  suggest 
:hanges. 

Narcotics  or  Drugs  of  Addiction 

The  modern  grouping  of  hospitals  and  the  appointment  of 
U"oup  pharmacists  has  made  the  services  of  a  pharmacist 
ivailable  to  almost  all  hospitals  in  the  National  Health 
service2.  The  Linstead  Committee  stated  that  no  hospital 
ihould  be  entirely  without  the  services  of  a  pharmacist.  It 
s  therefore  appropriate  that  this  person  should  have,  as  one 
jf  his  specific  duties,  the  ordering,  receipt  and  issue  of 
Dangerous  Drugs,  and  that  that  responsibility  should  be 
specified  by  legislation  so  that  a  clearly  defined  channel  of 
rained  people  is  demonstrated  to  be  in  control  of  all  trans- 
itions of  Dangerous  Drugs  in  hospitals. 

Responsibility  for  the  control,  including  storage,  issue  and 
•ecords  of  Dangerous  Drug  bulk  transactions  in  any  hospital 
s  normally  the  responsibility  of  the  chief  pharmacist  or 
*roup  pharmacist  where  there  is  no  pharmacist  at  any  par- 
icular  hospital  in  the  group.  If  a  pharmacist  is  employed 
ind  some  other  person  such  as  a  clerk  has  responsibility  for 
he  purchase  of  Dangerous  Drugs,  the  hospital  is  in  the 
position  of  employing  an  expert  and  not  using  him  for  the 
ob  that  he  has  been  trained  to  do. 

First,  then,  new  legislation  should  lay  down  that  the  chief 
pharmacist  or  group  pharmacist  is  responsible  for  the  pro- 
:uring  and  distribution  of  Dangerous  Drugs  in  a  hospital  or 
»roup  of  hospitals.  The  present  authority  for  certain  hos- 
pital dispensers  to  purchase  and  receive  Dangerous  Drugs 
should  be  repealed,  as  few  members  of  that  class  are  still 
n  practice,  and  even  they  will  retire  within  the  next  few 
rears. 

'ssues  to  Wards  and  Operating  Theatres 

"  Sisters,"  "  male  charge  nurses  "  or  "  acting  sisters  "  or 
'  acting  male  nurses  "  in  charge  of  wards,  operating  theatres 
ind  departments  should  be  defined  specifically.  That  would 
tvoid  the  vagueness  embodied  in  Regulation  10(e)  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1953,  where  the  undefined 
erms  "  sisters  "  or  "  acting  sisters  "  have  caused  many  prac- 
ical  difficulties  (for  example,  shall  Dangerous  Drugs  be 
ssued  on  the  signature  of  a  trainee  nurse  in  charge  of  the 
yard  when  sister  is  off  duty?).  It  is  illogical  to  state  that  the 
iister  in  charge  of  a  ward  is  the  authorised  person  entitled 


to  order  and  hold  ward  stocks  of  Dangerous  Drugs  and  then 
to  allow  unqualified  nurses  who  may  deputise  for  sister  to 
possess  that  authority  when  sister  is  off  duty.  Sisters,  male 
charge  nurses,  acting  sisters  or  acting  male  charge  nurses  in 
charge  of  wards,  operating  theatres  or  departments  should 
continue  to  be  authorised  to  order  and  possess  Dangerous 
Drugs  for  use  in  those  places. 

A  register  of  receipts  and  issues  of  Dangerous  Drugs 
should  be  maintained  on  each  ward",  the  running  balance  in 
the  register  being  the  guide  to  the  contents  of  the  ward 
Dangerous  Drug  cupboards.  The  form  of  the  registers 
should  be  laid  down  in  the  regulations  so  that  all  N.H.S. 
hospitals  keep  the  same  type  of  records3;  it  is  impossible  to 
check  on  stocks  of  Dangerous  Drugs  in  a  busy  ward  or  de- 
partment without  such  a  register.  The  present  Regulation  17(1) 
of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  exempts  sisters  or  acting  sisters 
from  keeping  a  register.  That  exemption  is  fundamentally 
bad  and  should  be  repealed. 

All  doctors  using  stocks  of  Dangerous  Drugs  should  re- 
cord their  usage  in  the  register  in  the  same  way  as  would  a 
member  of  the  nursing  staff0.  That  is  especially  important 
in  the  case  of  anaesthetists  who  obtain  Dangerous  Drugs 
from  the  operating  theatre  sister;  to  do  otherwise  would 
result  in  destroying  the  accuracy  and  value  of  the  registers. 
The  present  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1953,  state  that 
drugs  administered  by  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a 
medical  practitioner  or  registered  dentist  are  not  deemed  to 
have  been  supplied  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  the  above 
records  (Reg.  17(5)).  Such  a  view  is  nonsense  and  no  longer 
justified,  and  indeed  cannot  be  allowed  if  registers  are  accu- 
rately to  indicate  the  ward  stock  positions6. 

Labelling  of  Containers  of  Dangerous  Drugs 
All  Dangerous  Drugs  should  be  labelled  with:  — 

(a)  The  name  of  the  drug. 

(b)  If  in  dosage  form,  the  number  and  drug  content  of 
tablets,  ampoules,  etc. 

(c)  The  date  of  issue  from  the  pharmaceutical  department 
(to  be  entered  in  the  pharmaceutical  records). 

(d)  Name  of  hospital  and  department. 

(e)  The  instructions:  "Store  in  Dangerous  Drugs  Cup- 
board." 

The  secure  storage  conditions  must  be  defined  (glass- 
fronted  cupboards,  for  example,  are  not  good  practice). 
Dangerous  Drugs  should  be  stored  in  a  strong  locked  cup- 
board reserved  for  Dangerous  Drugs  only.  The  key  should 
be  in  the  possession  of  the  person  officially  in  charge  of 
such  drugs  and  that  person  alone  should  have  access  to  the 
cupboard. 

Procedure  for  Destruction 

(of  quantities  of  more  than  100  tablets,  100  ampoules,  or 
100  mils  of  tincture  of  opium,  etc.) 

1.  A  list  of  drugs  intended  for  destruction  should  first 
be  submitted  to  the  Home  Office  or  in  Scotland  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  for  authority  to  destroy. 

2.  It  is  suggested  that  the  chief  pharmacist  or  group  chief 
pharmacist  should  then  mix  the  drugs  with  water  or 
other  suitable  solvent  and  pour  them  down  the  sink  in 
the  presence  of  a  member  of  the  hospital  medical 
staff.  Ointments,  suppositories,  etc.,  which  are  in- 
soluble in  water  but  inflammable  should  be  burnt. 
The  two  executives  should  then  sign  the  register  certi- 
fying the  destruction.  For  destruction  of  smaller  quan- 
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tities  of  Dangerous  Drugs  the  provisions  of  H.M. 

(61)50,  appendix  p.  3,  should  be  given  legal  effect. 
At  present  all  records  of  Dangerous  Drug  transactions  are 
to  be  preserved  for  two  years  from  the  last  date  entered  in 
the  records  (D.D.  Reg.  1953,  33(1)  and  (2)).  The  two-year 
period  assumes  that  all  Dangerous  Drugs  mentioned  in  such 
records  have  been  disposed  of.  That  is  not  always  the  case. 
Residua]  stocks  can  persist  long  after  the  statutory  two-year 
period,  and  it  is  suggested  that  such  stocks  should  be  re- 
corded in  a  special  page  at  the  commencement  of  each  new 
register.  That  loophole  in  Dangerous  Drug  control  is  one 
that  might  well  also  be  investigated  in  retail  practice.  Ward 
and  departmental  stocks  of  Dangerous  Drugs  and  records 
should  be  inspected  at  least  every  three  months  by  a  phar- 
macist member  of  the  pharmaceutical  department  staff. 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  other  regu- 
lations, compliance  with  the  regulations  governing  Danger- 
ous Drugs  should  be  regarded  as  fulfilling  the  requirements 
of  any  other  controlling  legislation  such  as  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Acts  and  the  Poisons  Rules.  That  would  help 
to  simplify  the  poisons  laws. 

Supplies  to  Midwives 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1951,  or  the  Midwives  (Scot- 
land) Act.  1951  (1),  and  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations,  1953, 
13,  (4)  (a),  a  domiciliary  midwife  may  obtain  a  "midwife's 
supply  order  "  signed  by  the  local  medical  officer  of  health 
or  his  authorised  deputy.  That  permits  her  to  obtain  a  sup- 
ply of  pethidine  ampoules  or  tincture  of  opium  for  use  in 
her  practice.  She  keeps  a  written  record  of  the  patients  and 
the  doses  she  gives,  and  when  the  drugs  are  used  she  may 
obtain  further  supplies  on  another  "  midwife's  supply  order  " 
as  before. 

In  some  parts  of  Scotland  the  "  midwife's  supply  order  " 
is  rarely  used.  There  the  practice  among  domiciliary  mid- 
wives  is  that  they  obtain  pethidine  on  an  EC10  form  for  the 
appropriate  patient,  or  a  supply  from  the  general  practi- 
tioner for  use  on  his  own  patients.  The  midwife  may  be 
in  possession  of  Dangerous  Drugs  that  belong  to  one  or 
more  doctors  or  patients,  and  that  appears  strictly  to  be  a 
deviation  from  the  Dangerous  Drug  Act.  The  midwife  in 
each  instance  gives  the  pethidine  injections  during  labour,  at 
which  the  practitioner  may  or  may  not  be  present.  The 
official  method,  which  has  a  legal  rather  than  a  voluntary 
record  of  control,  seems  the  better  system,  and  in  Scotland 
the  question  inevitably  arises :  "  What  happens  to  any 
ampoules  not  used?  " 

Many  large  teaching  hospitals  have  maternity  homes 
attached  to  them  where  nurses  are  trained  to  become  mid- 
wives.  Part  of  their  training  consists  of  delivering  patients  in 
their  homes.  Such  nurses  and  midwives  are  part  of  the  hos- 
pital's nursing  staff,  yet  they  are  not  allowed  to  draw  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  from  the  hospital  pharmacy  or  required  to 
keep  hospital  records  as  other  ward  and  departmental  sisters 
do.  Instead  they  must  obtain  a  "  midwife's  supply  order " 
from  the  local  medical  officer  of  health  or  his  deputy  or  use 
pethidine  obtained  on  an  N.H.S.  prescription  given  by  the 
general  practitioner. 

It  is  obviously  inconsistent  for  midwives  to  be  working  in 
a  maternity  training  school  under  the  direction  of  skilled 
obstetricians  and  yet  to  be  debarred  from  signing  for  and 
drawing  Dangerous  Drugs  from  the  hospital  pharmacy  for 
use  in  delivering  patients  who  have  been  attending  the  hos- 
pital antenatal  department.  If  such  patients  are  delivered  in 
the  hospital  they  may  be  given  pethidine  injections  supplied 
from  the  hospital  pharmacy  department.  If  the  patient  is 
delivered  at  home,  the  midwife  is  committing  a  legal  offence 
in  using  Dangerous  Drugs  obtained  on  her  own  signature 
from  the  hospital.  That  offence  is  probably  being  commit- 
ted. For  example,  the  hospital  emergency  flying-squad  team, 
when  called  out  to  emergency  births,  etc.,  may  have  no  time 
to  draw  drugs  on  the  midwife's  supply  order  or  on  an  N.H.S. 
prescription.  The  law  regarding  a  midwife  based  on  a  hos- 
pital operating  a  district  midwifery  service  needs  changing 
in  the  light  of  modern  developments,  so  that  she  may  draw 


her  Dangerous  Drugs,  keep  records,  and  be  subject  to  check 
like  any  other  hospital  sister,  or  the  consultant  in  charge  of 
a.  maternity  department  should  be  authorised  to  sign  the 
"  midwife's  supply  order." 

Listed  Poisons  and  Other  Harmful  Drugs 

Equally  close  control  is  not  required  for  listed  poisons 
and  other  potentially  harmful  drugs,  with  which  there  is  less 
danger  of  addiction.  The  object  of  control  in  hospitals  is 
to  ensure  that  such  poisons  are  not  ordered  recklessly  in 
excessively  large  quantities  and  left  in  unguarded  places 
where  they  are  available  for  people  to  injure  themselves. 

The  terms  "  sister  "  and  "  nurse  "  in  charge  of  the  ward9 
theatre  or  other  section  of  the  hospital  need  to  be  clearly 
defined,  so  that  the  authority  to  requisition  poisons  is  re- 
stricted to  a  trained  class  of  responsible  people.  The  names 
and  signatures  of  those  people  should  be  supplied  to  the 
chief  pharmacist  of  each  hospital. 

During  the  afternoon  or  night  the  nurse  in  charge  of  a 
ward  or  other  section  of  the  hospital  may  be  an  unqualified 
junior  nurse.  The  lack  of  definition  allows  all  manner  of 
people  who  may  be  deputising  for  the  "sister"  to  order 
poisons  for  use  in  the  wards. 

All  dispensing  of  poisons  should  be  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist.  It  is  wrong  that  a  lower  stan- 
dard of  dispensing  poisons  should  be  accepted  in  hospitals 
than  in  chemists'  shops.  The  general  public  go  to  hospital 
when  they  are  very  ill,  and  it  is  essential  that  their  medicines 
should  be  dispensed  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  pharma- 
cists. In  small  hospitals  not  possessing  a  pharmacist  the 
medicines  should  be  supplied  from  the  group  pharmacy. 

Powers  of  inspection  of  all  ward,  theatre  and  departmental 
stocks  of  medicines  should  be  given  solely  to  the  pharma- 
cist'. As  the  law  stands  at  present  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee  may  nominate  any  untrained  layman  to  see  to  it'. 
The  pharmacist  should  be  the  authorised  guardian  of  the 
public  safety  in  matters  of  pharmaceuticals6.  Partly  open 
redundant  bottles  of  medicines,  lotions,  tablets,  packs  of 
pharmaceuticals  that  are  outdated  and  unfit  for  use  should 
be  removed  at  the  discretion  of  the  pharmacist.  The  present 
practice  in  small  hospitals  of  allowing  drugs  to  be  in  ward 
cupboards  for  years  and  be  useless  when  required,  or  toxic 
from  decomposition,  should  be  terminated. 

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  was  designed  for  the 
protection  of  the  general  public.  It  appointed  pharmacists 
to  be  in  charge  of  poisons  distribution  to  the  general  public, 
as  pharmacists  are  the  only  body  of  professional  people 
trained  to  evaluate,  purchase,  store  and  control  stocks  of 
drugs  and  poisons.  The  law  divided  the  poisons  into  a  num- 
ber of  schedules:  — 

(i)  Schedule  I  poisons  may  be  purchased  from  a  registered 
pharmacist  or  from  a  person  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist. 

(ii)  Schedule  II  poisons  are  those  for  industrial  and  commer- 
cial use,  etc. 

(iii)  Schedule  IV  poisons  which  are  useful  drugs  (but  liable 
to  do  bodily  harm  or  have  undesirable  consequences  if 
taken  by  lay  people  without  any  scientific  supervision),  may 
only  be  obtained  from  the  pharmacist  on  a  prescription 
given  by  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner,  registered  I 
dentist,  registered  veterinary  surgeon  or  registered  veter- 
inary practitioner. 
Those  schedules,  designed  for  retail  and  industrial  control, 
have  no  place  in  hospital  pharmacy,  where  there  is  no 
rationale  for  their  introduction.  In  the  specialised  field  of 
hospital  treatment  all  drugs  should  be  under  pharmaceutical 
control,  though  those  of  a  harmful  or  toxic  nature  may 
require  stricter  precautions.  At  present  the  law  allows  any- 
one appointed  by  the  hospital  authority  to  purchase  drugs, 
an  obviously  lax  situation  that  needs  tightening  up  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  welfare  and  safety.  The  modern 
N.H.S.  hospitals  are  organised  today  so  that  a  pharmacist 
may  be  made  available  for  pharmaceutical  duties  in  hospital 
groups.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  and  complexity  of 
modern  drugs  demands  that  a  pharmacist  who  is  trained  in 
the  work  should  be  the  authorised  person  to  buy,  receive, 
store  and  issue  those  products.  Hence  it  is  advocated  that 
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the  law  should  state  that  (a)  drugs  and  medicines  should  be 
supplied  to  a  hospital  only  when  ordered  by  its  chief  phar- 
macist, (b)  they  should  be  consigned  to  the  chief  pharma- 
ast,  who  should  be  responsible  for  receiving  and  storing  in 
he  hospital. 

Issue  of  poisons  or  harmful  drugs  from  pharmceutical  department 

(i)  Special  drugs  for  individual  patients  should  be  issued  on 
patient's  individual  prescription  sheet  signed  by  the  pre- 
scriber.  Initials  should  not  be  accepted.  The  name,  dose 
and  quantity  of  drugs  to  be  supplied  should  be  specified. 

(ii)  Stock  drugs  should  be  issued  on  a  ward  requisition  book 
signed  by  the  ward  sister  or  doctor. 

(iii)  Poisons  should  be  requisitioned  on  ward  requisitions  on 
which  no  other  items  are  ordered. 

(iv)  Ward  requisitions  for  poisons,  etc.,  should  be  stored  foi 
two  years  from  last  date  of  issue  of  poisons. 

Labelling  of  all  poisons  issued  for  use  within  the  hospital 

(a)  Name  of  hospital  and  department  to  which  issued. 

(b)  Date  of  issue  from  pharmaceutical  department. 

(c)  Ingredients  of  medicine,  dose  and  quantity  supplied. 

(d)  If  in  dosage  form,  quantity  and  drug  content  of  tablets, 
ampoules,  etc. 

(e)  If  not  for  internal  use,  label  on  container  should  state 
name,  quantity  (or  percentage)  of  the  poison(s)  and  other 
items  within  the  container. 

(f)  All  poisons,  etc.,  of  every  type  should  be  plainly  labelled 
"Poison."  Those  for  external  use  should  be  labelled  "For 
External  Use  Only."  They  should  be  supplied  in  bottles 
distinguishable  by  touch  and  colour. 

(g)  Storage  should  be  in  the  poison  cupboard. 

(h)  Name  or  initials  of  supplier.

Out-patients  and  Ward  Storage 

The  name,  dose  and  quantity  of  drug  to  be  supplied  with 
labelling  instructions  should  be  specified  in  writing  ("  as 
directed  "  and  "  when  necessary  "  are  not  acceptable).  The 
prescription  should  also  state  the  name,  age  and  address  of 
the  patient  and  be  signed  with  the  presenter's  full  name. 

Storage  on  Wards 

Poisons,  etc  for  external  use  only  should  be  stored  in  a 
locked  cupboard  separately  from  poisons  used  for  internal 
use.  It  is  most  important  that  hospital  rules  should  have 
regard  to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  future  pharma- 
ceutical legislation.

chicken-pox  victim,  and  some  students  had  occasional 
catarrhal  colds.  One  used  to  drop  off  to  sleep  in  the  first 
lecture  after  lunch,  only  to  be  nudged  awake  by  his  neigh- 
bours. 

A  presentation  was  made  to  a  favourite  lecturer  with  great 
solemnity,  of  all  the  spare  parts  for  a  bicycle,  accompanied 
by  a  familiar  household  paper  roll.  The  award  was  well 
received  by  the  recipient  who  pointed  out  that  the  two- 
wheeler  was  an  experiment.  The  aim  was  to  find  out  how 
long  the  polluted  air  of  the  city  would  take  to  destroy  it 
completely.  Rag  day  was  a  break.  "  The  Russians  on  the  ice- 
flow  "  (mounted  on  a  brewery  wagon)  was  the  theme,  and 
the  costume,  borrowed  fur  coats.  The  collecting  was  done 
with  great  zeal  in  and  around  the  city  centre,  and  the  collec- 
tors at  lunch  time  trailed  in  single  file  through  a  great  store 
up  to  the  cafeteria.  What  a  good  meal  then  for  so  little! 

The  examinations  were  a  strain  to  some,  but  tranquillisers 
were  unknown.  One  student  fainted,  another  tore  up  the 
papers  and  left.  Some  passed,  and  by  the  next  six  months 
more  had  received  their  certificates  and  were  on  the  labour 
market.  The  girls  had  become  qualified  women  (wage 
(£3  10s.)  and  the  boys,  men,  worth  £4  a  week. 

In  a  few  months  the  war  had  come,  and  for  many  the 
bright  future  was  dimmed.  The  students  tried  to  keep  in 
touch,  and  a  dispensary  became  an  exciting  meeting  place. 
Bush  hats,  khaki  and  blue  came  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
In  the  casualty  list  of  the  Society  were  many  names  of  the 
students  of  that  year. 

The  war  over,  reunions  were  held.  Wives  and  little  child- 
ren came  and  many  new  friendships  were  made.  At  a  dance, 
visitors,  when  asked  "  Have  you  enjoyed  it?  "  replied,  "  Yes, 
but  aren't  they  all  old!  "  It  was  true.  The  boys  and  girls 
had  grown  old  in  the  war  years  and  hadn't  realised  it. 

They  embarked  on  new  post-war  careers — some  to  shops, 
others  to  hospitals  and  industry.  Some  became  chairmen  of 
branches  of  the  Society,  or  did  service  in  local  government 
and  charitable  committees.  Now,  twenty-five  years  later, 
some  are  watching  their  own  children  take  up  the  same 
career,  which  is  now  so  very  different.

General  Meeting  Resolutions 

The  Council  reviewed  the  situation  that  had  arisen  as  a 
result  of  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  special  general  meet- 
ing on  April  29,  and  the  resolutions  passed  in  the  same 
context  at  the  annual  general  meeting  on  May  16.  It  was 
agreed  that  a  document  in  which  the  implications  of  the 
resolutions  would  be  discussed  should  be  prepared  for  con- 
sideration by  the  Council  at  its  next  meeting. 

European  Economic  Community 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  reported  the  stage  reached  in  the 
inquiries  and  discussions  undertaken  by  the  Society  on  the 
position  of  pharmacy  under  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of 
Rome,  and  on  the  possible  consequences  for  pharmacy 
if  the  United  Kingdom  joined  the  Community.  A  written 
report  was  in  preparation,  he  said,  for  consideration  by  the 
Council  at  its  next  meeting. 

An  Order  of  Council  was  reported  received  approving 
changes  in  the  regulations  affecting  requirements  for  regis- 
tration as  a  Student  of  persons  holding  certificates  of  Scot- 
tish examinations.  Certain  technical  changes  in  the  regula- 
tions for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualifying  examina- 
tion were  recommended  for  submission  to  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil for  approval.  It  was  also  reported  that  an  Order  of 
Council  had  been  received  approving  the  appointment  of 
additional  examiners  for  1962. 

The  Committee  considered  the  regulation  that  permits 
practical  training  to  commence  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Council  when  a  student  has  still  to  pass  in  one  of  the  sub- 
jects of  the  General  Certificate  of  Education  examination 
at  advanced  level,  or  of  the  Society's  entrance  examina- 
tion, and  decided  that  in  future  such  permission  would  not 
be  granted  unless  the  student  had  studied  the  subject  up  to 
the  required  standard. 


A  letter  received  from  Professor  Stenlake  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  Royal  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology, Glasgow,  awarded  a  post-graduate  diploma  (D.R.C.) 
and  in  addition  conducted  M.Sc.  and  Ph.D.  courses.  The 
College  Board  of  Studies  had  granted  approval  for  two 
further  one-year  post-graduate  courses  in  pharmaceutical 
technology  and  in  pharmacology,  and  the  Department  ol 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  was  being  asked  to  recog- 
nise them  for  the  award  of  its  Advanced  Course  Student- 
ship. In  that  event  the  D.S.I.R.  would  require  to  know,  in 
confidence,  details  of  the  final  examination  record  of  any 
prospective  entrants  to  the  courses,  for  consideration  first 
by  the  College  Board  of  Studies  and  subsequently  by  the 
Awards  Branch  of  the  D.S.I.R.  It  was  recommended  that 
the  request  should  be  granted. 

Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act,  1962 

In  presenting  the  following  minute.  Mr.  Grainger  said 
that,  although  he  put  it  forward  formally  as  a  matter  of 
report,  it  was  important  that  notice  should  be  taken  of  it. 
It  was  reported  that  an  inquiry  had  been  received  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Viotoria  on  the  restrictive  effects 
of  the  Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act,  1962,  on  newly  quali- 
fied pharmacists  from  Australia  who  wished  to  visit  the  United 
Kingdom  to  further  their  experience.  An  inquiry  had  been 
made  of  the  Home  Office  and  the  reply  stated  that  as  from 
July  1,  Commonwealth  citizens  coming  to  the  U.K.  for  the 
primary  purpose  of  obtaining  employment  would  need  to 
obtain  Ministry  of  Labour  employment  vouchers  before 
arrival.  Vouchers  would  be  issued  freely  to  persons  who  had 
definite  employment  and  to  those  who  had  qualifications  or 
skills  of  particular  value  to  the  country.  Pharmacists  would 
be  regarded  as  coming  within  the  latter  category  and  should 
therefore  have  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  required 
vouchers. 

So  far  as  South  Africans  were  concerned,  under  the  South 
Africa  Act,  1962,  those  who  possessed  British  nationality  solely 
by  virtue  of  their  citizenship  of  the  Republic  became  aliens 
in  the  United  Kingdom  as  from  May  31.  They  were  therefore 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Aliens  Order,  1953  and  not  the 
Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act,  1962.  Consequently,  South 
Africans  who  thus  became  aliens  and  who  wished  to  come  to 
the  United  Kingdom  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  employment 
would  be  required  to  obtain  a  Ministry  of  Labour  Permit 
issued  under  the  Aliens  Order  as  distinct  from  an  employment 
voucher  under  the  Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act.  Those 
permits  would  have  to  be  obtained  by  the  prospective  em- 
ployer by  making  application  in  advance  to  the  Foreign 
Labour  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour.  If  a  permit  was 
granted,  the  employer  would  be  responsible  for  sending  it  to 
the  alien  abroad  who  would  produce  it  to  the  immigration 
officer  on  arrival  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
A  report  was  received  on  the  short  course  for  lecturers 
in  pharmaceutical  subjects  held  at  the  College  of  Tech- 
nology, Loughborough,  April  9-12,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  Society. 

Mr.  Heseltine  (chairman,  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid 
Committee)  referred  to  a  contribution  from  Mr.  J.  M. 
McNeal,  being  the  contents  of  his  weighing-machine  col- 
lecting box  which  he  had  emptied  for  the  last  time,  as  he 
was  retiring.  Mr.  Heseltine  said  he  would  like  Mr.  McNeal 
to  know  that  they  valued  the  gift  and  hoped  that  he  would 
have  a  happy  retirement.  It  was  reported  that  a  cheque  for 
£105  had  been  received  from  the  Glaxo  Group,  Ltd.,  in 
appreciation  of  the  Council's  action  in  permitting  the  com- 
pany to  have,  from  the  former  Council  room,  the  table 
and  chairs  no  longer  required  by  the  Society. 

The  Librarian  submitted  the  following  subject  analysis 
of  the  books  issued  on  loan  from  the  Society's  library  in

ent.;  miscellaneous  1-5  per  cent.  One  third  of  the  material 
ssued  on  loan  was  periodical  literature. 

The  Council  agreed  that  the  Branch  Secretaries'  meeting 
hould  be  held  on  October  10,  at  the  Connaught  Rooms, 


London,  beginning  at  10  a.m.,  and  that  the  annual  general 
and  Branch  Representatives'  meetings,  1963,  should  be  held 
on  May  22  and  23  respectively. 

A  resolution  from  the  Worcester  Branch  suggesting  that 
the  annual  general  meeting  should  be  held  on  a  Sunday 
and  should  alternate  between  London  and  a  provincial 
centre  was  considered,  and  it  was  recommended  that  a 
reply  should  be  sent  explaining  the  difficulties  that  would 
prevent  the  holding  of  the  annual  general  meeting  at  a 
provincial  centre  on  a  Sunday.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


rHE  urgent  necessity  of  securing  funds  for  maintain- 
ing the  College  of  Pharmacy  has  been  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Taoiseach  (Mr.  S.  Lemass)  by  the 
resident  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
reland  (Mr.  F.  Loughman). 

That  was  stated  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Council  by 
tlR.  Loughman  who  said  he  had  written  to  Mr.  Lemass 
winting  out  that  the  Council  had  already  contacted  the 
departments  of  Health  and  Education  but  without  apparent 
esult.  He  explained  that  the  position  was  so  serious  that 
le  had  sent  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  Dean  of 
he  College,  together  with  the  observations  of  the  Council, 
le  stressed  that  the  Dean  was  particularly  anxious  as  to 
vhat  might  happen  in  October  if  measures  were  not  taken 
o  provide  facilities  at  the  College  for  students  coming 
tack  from  the  University  to  complete  their  training.  He 
.lso  indicated  that  suitable  equipment  and  classrooms  were 
lot  available  at  the  College  to  enable  students  keep  abreast 
if  modern  conditions  in  the  pharmaceutical  world.  "  I 
>ointed  out  to  the  Taoiseach  that  present  facilities  are  en- 
irely  inadequate  and  that  a  new  laboratory  must  be  pro- 
ided." 

financial  History  of  the  College 

Mr.  Loughman  said  he  also  explained  how  ten  years 
igo,  out  of  its  own  resources,  the  Society  had  acquired  and 
idapted  the  existing  building  at  a  cost  of  £40,000.  Further 
xpansion  was  now  necessary  but  beyond  the  Society's 
neans.  The  revenue  derived  by  the  Society  was  from  the 
'oluntary  subscriptions  of  members  and  fees  from  students. 
7or  some  years  monies  from  those  sources  had  been  in- 
ufficient  to  meet  current  expenditure,  and  there  was  no 
lope  of  procuring  from  the  Society's  finances  anything 
ike  the  sum  now  needed  for  present  commitments.  The 
resident  said  he  had  further  pointed  out  that,  when  the 
lew  Pharmacy  Bill  came  into  operation,  additional  finances 
vould  be  afforded  the  Society — but  only  sufficient  to  meet 
:urrent  expenditure.  "  I  also  told  the  Taoiseach  that  when 
he  Society  was  founded  by  statute  in  1875  it  was  given 
esponsibility  for  qualifying  persons  as  licentiates,  but  no 
provision  was  made  for  a  College  of  Pharmacy.  Over  the 
/ears  the  Society  had  conducted  courses  in  all  aspects  of 
>harmacy,  lectures  and  examinations,  and  had  provided 
he  necessary  equipment  to  train  students.  "  We  have  re- 
vived no  help  from  the  State  by  way  of  finance,  and  must 
>e  the  only  teaching  body  not  only  in  Ireland,  but  through- 
3Ut  the  world  which  has  not  received  a  State  grant  to  en- 
ible  us  carry  out  our  functions." 

"  As  a  teaching  body,"  he  explained,  "  the  Society  is 
;ntitled  to  Government  aid,  and  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
carrying  on  without  it  for  eighty-five  years  should  not  be 
ised  to  hamper  us  now.  Our  expenditure  has  been  the 
ninimum."  The  president  said  he  also  told  Mr.  Lemass 
:hat  the  Council  would  welcome  any  investigation  by  Gov- 
5rnment  nominees  of  the  Society's  accounts,  "  confident  that 
t  will  disclose  a  situation  demanding  urgent  assistance 
from  the  Government."  "  Immediate  action  is  needed  and 
[  cannot  see  how  the  Society  can  carry  on  without  financial 


assistance  from  the  State."  The  president  said  he  had  in- 
formed the  Taoiseach  that  the  Society  would  proceed  with 
the  building  scheme  if  it  received  an  undertaking  from  the 
State  that  funds  would  be  made  available. 

Mr.  G.  C.  O'Neill  said  that,  if  he  were  an  employer, 
a  student  or  an  employee,  looking  from  the  outside  at  the 
activities  of  the  Society,  he  would  be  perturbed  at  having 
read  the  treasurer's  "  factually  correct  "  report  of  the  So- 
ciety's finances  at  the  last  Council  meeting.  "  How  long  this 
position  can  continue  to  go  on,  I  do  not  know.  The  treas- 
urer was  accurate,  but  any  man  using  his  intelligence  would 
be  gravely  perturbed  at  the  position  disclosed  by  him." 

Mr.  H.  P.  Corrigan  complimented  the  president  on  the 
memorandum  presented  to  the  Taoiseach. 

The  Registrar  said  the  whole  position  had  been  re- 
viewed at  a  Committee  meeting  that  morning,  and  it  had 
been  decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  local  members  of  the 
Council  shortly  to  go  into  the  position  of  the  Society's 
finances  with  a  view  to  forwarding  a  memorandum  to  the 
Department  of  Education.  He  added  that  both  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  Department  of  Education  should 
be  fully  conversant  with  the  position  as  he  had  sent  to  each 
Department  copies  of  correspondence  directed  to  the  other 
Department. 

Mr.  O'Neill  said  that,  in  the  proposed  memorandum  to 
the  Department  of  Education,  they  should  stress  the  So- 
ciety's responsibilities.  Until  now  the  Council  were  inclined 
to  stress  only  the  academic  aspect.  They  would  have  to 
point  out  the  liabilities  incurred  by  the  Society  in  discharg- 
ing its  statutory  functions — apart  from  Education. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  said  they  had  no  funds  which  they 
could  divert  to  the  College  of  Pharmacy.  The  Society  was 
not  holding  anything  back,  and  he  would  be  in  favour  of 
inviting  the  Department  to  investigate  their  position  fully. 

Mr.  J.  J.  O'Regan  said  he  thought  the  Council  was 
"  slightly  to  blame  "  in  not  having  supplied  the  Department 
of  Education  with  a  balance  sheet  revealing  the  Society's 
financial  position. 

Agreeing,  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen  said  the  Council  had  never 
got  down  to  presenting  a  memorandum  that  they  could 
stand  over,  which  gave  the  entire  financial  position.  "  I  have 
already  suggested  that  the  auditor  be  called  in  to  prepare 
a  factual  statement  of  the  position,  as  otherwise  the  Minis- 
ter will  not  be  fully  acquainted  of  the  facts  at  a  glance." 
He  added  that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  asking  for  such 
report. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  thought  the  Council  was  to  blame 
in  not  having  emphasised  its  responsibilities  in  previous 
communications  to  the  Department.  "  The  Government 
seems  to  think  of  us  as  an  educational  body  only,  mixed 
up  in  some  way  with  the  University.  There  appears  to  be 
a  considerable  amount  of  confusion  in  the  minds  of  Gov- 
ernment officials  in  regard  to  our  functions  and  responsi- 
bilities. As  well  as  a  balance  sheet  I  would  also  like  the 
Society  to  prepare  an  analysis  of  our  functions  and  re- 
sponsibilities. We  are  not,  as  a  Society,  carrying  out  our 
responsibilities  in  this  matter  fully,  I  think.  We  cannot 
afford  a  full-time  inspector,  and  our  policy  of  co-ordinating 
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the  activities  of  members  is  suffering  in  consequence.  .  .  .  Let 
us  be  blunt  about  it  and  admit  that  in  the  past,  due  to  lack 
of  finance,  we  could  not  properly  train  ourselves.  ...  In  this 
day,  in  the  national  interests,  we  need  better  facilities  for 
training  of  members  to  take  their  place  in  industry  and 
the  practice  of  pharmacy.  We  must  prepare  this  document 
carefully  to  clear  the  air." 

The  President  said  he  thought  they  had  given  the  De- 
partment all  the  facts,  verbally  and  in  writing. 

The  Registrar  :  "  And  a  balance  sheet  as  well." 

The  President  said  that  a  stringent  check  was  kept  on 
all  expenditure  by  the  Society,  while  the  travelling  expenses 
of  members  to  Council  meetings  were  kept  to  the  minimum. 

Mr.  Corrigan  said  he  thought  all  aspects  of  their  posi- 
tion had  been  placed  before  both  Ministers  by  Council 
deputations. 

Distribution  of  Veterinary  Products 

"  It  is  the  type  of  letter  I  would  expect  from  a  firm  of 
the  standing  of  CIBA,"  said  Mr.  M.  Power,  after  the 
Registrar  had  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  A.  W.  Morrison 
(sales  director,  CIBA  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Horsham,  Sussex). 
Dated  May  21,  it  read  :  — 

"  On  reviewing  our  decision  regarding  the  distribution  of 
veterinary  products  in  Ireland,  Mr.  Henderson  took  the  oppor- 
tunity for  discussion  with  other  companies  in  the  veterinary 
business,  with  wholesalers,  and  with  pharmacists.  He  has 
made  a  full  report  of  his  findings,  and  after  discussion  here, 
we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  pharmacists  must  be 
included  in  our  distribution  network  for  veterinary  products. 
We  are  accordingly  going  to  take  aotion  to  inform  our  agents 
and  distributors  of  the  widening  of  the  distribution  of  our 
veterinary  products  which  is  to  take  place  in  the  immediate 
future.  We  are  grateful  to  you  for  having  given  us  the  oppor- 
tunity of  investigating  the  matter  thoroughly,  and  we  trust  that 
the  situation,  which  caused  some  embarrassment  to  your 
member  recently,  will  now  no  longer  exist.  Should  any  other 
matters  arise  concerning  distribution  of  veterinary  products 
we  should  be  most  happy  to  hear  from  you  so  that  we  may 
resolve  the  problem  according  to  the  circumstances  which 
arise  in  Ireland." 

The  Registrar  reported  he  had  replied  next  day  thank- 
ing the  company  for  their  letter  and  stating  that  members 
would  be  appreciative  of  the  trouble  taken  to  investigate 
fully  every  aspect  relating  to  the  distribution  of  the  com- 
pany's veterinary  products. 

The  President  described  the  letter  as  a  "  very  satisfactory 
conclusion  to  the  matter."  He  thought  Messrs.  CIBA  were 
to  be  congratulated  in  the  manner  in  which  they  had  at- 
tended to  the  Council's  complaint  and  had  consulted  other 
firms  in  order  to  ensure  that  notice  would  be  taken  of  the 
Council's  attitude  in  the  matter  of  distribution  of  such 
products. 

Mr.  M.  Power  said  that  Messrs.  CIBA  enjoyed  a  high 
standing  with  the  pharmaceutical  profession  in  the  Re- 
public of  Ireland.  He  thought  a  slip  on  somebody's  part 
had  misled  the  firm  into  the  position  of  confining  its  veter- 
inary products  to  certain  channels.  "  I  am  glad  the  matter 
has  been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion." 

Mr.  Cashman  said  a  few  firms  were  also  carrying  out  a 
policy  of  discrimination  against  the  chemist  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  their  products  and  he  proposed  to  present  their 
names  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  at  a  recent  committee  meet- 
ing the  question  of  distribution  of  veterinary  medicines 
had  been  fully  considered.  The  Committee  had  consisted  of 
Messrs.  D.  J.  Kennelly,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  M.  Power,  J.  P. 
O'Donnell  and  R.  J.  Power.  A  statement  of  policy  enuncia- 
ted by  the  Council  a  couple  of  years  ago  was  embodied  in 
a  letter  which  was  being  sent  to  every  manufacturer  of 
veterinary  medicines. 

Remuneration  for  Employees 

A  letter  read  at  a  previous  Council  meeting  (see  C.  &  D., 
February  24,  1962,  p.  213),  was  recalled  by  a  reply  re- 
ceived from  the  secretary  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association 


(Mr.  B.  R.  Smith).  The  letter,  from  Mr.  Padraig  O'Mathuma 
protested  against  the  use  of  the  phrase,  "  if  engaged  a 
such,"  in  a  circular  which  had  been  sent  out  by  the  Iris] 
Drug  Association,  and  Mr.  O'Mathuma's  letter  had  beei 
forwarded  to  the  I.D.A.  for  attention. 
In  his  reply,  Mr.  Smith  had  stated :  — 

"  Regarding  your  recent  approach  that  the  phrase  '  if  en 
gaged  as  such  ',  when  referring  to  the  rates  of  remuneratioi 
for  employees  in  pharmacy  by  eliminated  from  future  I.D.A 
circulars,  I  wish  to  state  my  Committee  considered  the  view 
of  your  Council  at  a  recent  meeting.  I  am  to  point  out  tha 
any  alteration  in  the  wording  of  the  agreement  betweei 
employers  and  employees  raises  many  complicated  issues.  I 
would  be  necessary  to  have  a  meeting  with  employees'  unions 
and  obtain  consent  to  even  a  small  alteration  in  the  agree 
ment.  It  would  also  require  the  intervention  of  the  Laboui 
Court  with  whom  the  agreement  in  question  is  registered.  Ir 
the  circumstances,  and  for  other  good  reasons,  my  Committer 
feel  that  no  alterations  at  present  should  be  made. 

"  No  objection  has  ever  been  raised  with  my  Committee 
by  any  member  regarding  the  use  of  this  phrase,  and  the  firsi 
such  complaint  under  this  heading  has  come  from  your  Coun 
cil.  Perhaps,  therefore,  on  reflection,  your  Council  will  under 
stand  my  Committee's  position  in  this  matter  ?  " 
The  letter  was  noted. 
Greek,  or  a  modern  European  language  would  be  accep 
ted  in  the  preliminary  examination  for  the  Assistants'  course 
as  an  alternative  to  Latin,  if  draft  regulations  submitted 
by  the  Council  were  approved  by  the  Minister  for  Health 
That  was  stated  by  the  Registrar,  who  reported  that  the 
proposed  change  had  been  necessitated  by  the  fact  that 
many  schools  no  longer  taught  Latin.  The  registrar  also 
reported  that  the  following  subscriptions  had  been  received 
for  the  College  of  Pharmacy  Fund: — May,  Roberts  (Ire 
land),  Ltd.  (third  contribution  of  £105);  Leo  (Ireland),  Ltd 
(second  contribution  of  £50). 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  the  thanks  of  the  Coun 
cil  were  voted  to  the  donors. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  death  of  Richard  Carney 
L.P.S.I. 

Apologies  for  inability  to  attend  were  received  from  Miss  L. 
Cunniffe  and  from  Messrs.  D.  J.  Kennelly,  R.  J.  Power,  V.  G 
McElwee,  J.  Gleeson,  and  J.  P.  O'Donnell.

Broderick,  M.  L.  Cashman,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  M.  Costello,  C.  J

Hungary-Ghana  Link  Up. — Hungary 
i  to  build  a  factory  at  Achimota,  near 
iccra,  Ghana,  for  the  manufacture  of 
harmaceutical  products,  under  the 
jhana-Hungary  economic  technical 
greement  signed  in  1961.  Six  Ghanaian 
harmacists  have  been  selected  for 
raining  in  Hungary  to  form  the  nucleus 
f  the  plant's  staff.

The  chemical  companies 
were  no  longer  able  to  grant  long-term 
credits,  to  give  capital  for  investments 
and  carry  the  risks  themselves,  the  re- 
port adds.

That  includes  capital  goods, 
machinery  and  equipment,  chemicals, 
basic  materials  and  a  variety  of  con- 
sumer goods.  United  Kingdom  quotas 
totalling  some  £28-9  million  in  value 
have  been  established  for  imports  from 
Poland.

FURTHER  EXPANSION  EN  SALES 

The  thirty-third  Annual  General  Meeting  of  British  Alkaloids  Limited  was  held  on  Monday,  the  18th  June  in 
London.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  E.  Oswald  Toft  through  ill  health  Mr.  N.  E.  Parry  presided  as  Chairman. 

The  following  is  Mr.  Toft's  circulated  statement  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen :  Initially  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1962,  which  shows  the  Gross  Profit  on  trading  at  £177,162,  which  is  £25,807  in  excess  of  that  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1961.  There  is  an  increase  of  £13,992  in  the  Advertising  Expenditure  written  off  compared 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  which  I  am  glad  to  report  coincides  with  a  greatly  improved  turnover.  As  previ- 
ously, Advertising  Goodwill  is  not  valued  on  your  Company's  Balance  Sheet. 

The  charge  for  Taxation  of  £43,600  in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account  is  computed  on  the  profit  for  the  year  at  a 
total  rate  of  53|  per  cent,  and  includes  the  Company's  Profits  Tax  liability  calculated  at  £12,100,  which  is  £3,300 
more  than  the  corresponding  charge  last  year.  This  unwelcome  increase  in  the  Profits  Tax  charge  arises  not  only  on 
account  of  the  larger  figure  of  Profit  upon  which  it  is  calculated,  but  also  because  the  rate  has  now  risen  to  the  exces- 
sive figure  of  15  per  cent,  compared  with  I2j  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year.  In  this  connection  I  would  remind 
shareholders  that  this  year's  Profits  Tax  rate  is  50  per  cent,  greater  than  that  charged  for  the  year  to  31st  March, 
1960. 

The  sum  of  £5,000  has  been  transferred  to  General  Reserve,  bringing  our  total  surplus  on  Revenue  Account 
shown  on  the  Balance  Sheet  to  a  figure  of  £107,000.  After  all  appropriations  have  been  taken  into  account,  including 
the  Interim  Dividend  already  paid,  there  is  a  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account  of  £43,645, 
available  for  the  payment  of  a  Final  Dividend,  which  your  Board  now  recommend  should  be  3.6  pence  per  share, 
less  Income  Tax,  on  the  Issued  Share  Capital  of  the  Company. 

Subject  to  their  approval  of  the  Dividend,  Warrants  will  be  posted  to  Shareholders  on  the  18th  June,  1962. 

During  the  year  we  have  incurred  expenditure  of  £4,227  on  capital  account.  Current  Assets  standing  at 
£232,690  exceed  Current  Liabilities  and  Provisions  by  the  substantial  margin  of  £130,087  after  making  provision  for 
the  Final  Dividend. 

SUMMER  TELEVISION  CAMPAIGN 

Following  the  record  turnover  last  year  it  is  particularly  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  total  sales  this 
year  show  a  further  considerable  expansion  and  if  our  country-wide  television  "  Holiday  Campaign,"  due  to  com- 
mence in  June,  should  prove  as  successful  as  is  hoped,  I  feel  that  we  can  look  forward  to  an  encouraging  summer 
demand  for  T.C.P.  in  the  Home  Market. 

Before  referring  to  the  Export  side  of  our  business,  I  would  like  to  mention  that  sales  of  T.C.P.  Ointment,  now 
packed  in  attractive  cartoned  tubes,  continue  to  expand  and  there  is  much  written  evidence  to  show  that  many  sufferers 
from  such  troubles  as  Haemorrhoids  and  Pruritius  find  T.C.P.  Ointment  of  great  benefit.  Shareholders  will  also  be  inter- 
ested to  know  that  the  modern  Cough  Formula  with  T.C.P.,  to  which  I  referred  in  my  statement  last  year,  was  intro- 
duced to  the  market  in  January,  and  although  initial  demand  for  Diltron,  as  it  is  called,  has  not  proved  spec- 
tacular, sales  were  not  unsatisfactory  in  such  a  competitive  market.  In  fact  reports  from  satisfied  users  already 
suggest  that  Diltron  provides  a  very  useful  addition  to  the  field  of  cough  preparations,  owing  to  its  special  four- 
way  action  and  modern  formulation.  It  was  particularly  encouraging  to  learn  that  those  Chemists  who  gave  Diltron 
extensive  recommendations  on  the  basis  of  its  modern  formulation,  found  it  to  be  so  much  appreciated  by  their 
customers. 

PROGRESS  OVERSEAS 

The  Export  Market  continues  to  present  difficulties,  which  necessitate  the  exercise  of  patience  and  some  ingenuity, 
but  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that  sales  abroad  have  improved  during  the  past  twelve  months  and  there 
has  been  an  increase,  compared  with  last  year's  figure,  of  over  6  per  cent. 

In  South  Africa,  despite  the  continuance  of  import  permits,  our  business  shows  a  good  improvement  and  in 
the  State  of  Victoria,  Australia,  to  which  I  made  special  reference  last  year,  we  have  been  able  recently  to  take 
steps  to  recommence  the  marketing  of  T.C.P. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  again  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Trade  for  their  continued  support  and  co-operation,  and  conclude  my  remarks  by  expressing  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Company's  staff  and  associates  who  have  contributed  so  much  to.  the  satisfactory  results  of  the  past  year. 

The  report  and  accounts  were  adopted. 

The  retiring  Director,  Mr.  R.  G.  Munson,  was  re-elected,  and  the  remuneration  of  the  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Oakley,  Wederell,  Crouch  &  Co.,  having  been  fixed,  the  proceedings  terminated  with  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman,  Directors,  and  Staff.
